GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


One of the most significant events to face the 
newly elected Selectmen Alan Rockwood and 
James Ginley, as well as the other members of the 
Board, was the resignation of Edward T. O'Neill, 
Jr., as Town Administrator. Mr. O’Neill resigned to 
attend Harvard University’s John F. Kennedy 
School of Government. Mr. O'Neill's five years as 
Town Administrator were filled with 
accomplishment both for the Town and for Mr. 
O'Neill. His dedication and intelligence will be 
missed. 

The Selectmen immediately began a 
nationwide search for a replacement. With the help 
of the Mass. Municipal Association, the Board 
spent many months accepting resumes, screening 
candidates and holding interviews. Mr. James 
Mello was then unanimously selected by the Board 
as Walpole’s new Town Administrator. Mr. Mello 
began his duties on November 5, 1979, and his 
grasp of local government will certainly benefit the 
Town of Walpole in the years to come. The Board 
would like to extend a personal ‘‘thanks’’ to 
Assistant Town Administrator, James Merriam, for 
the excellent job he did as interim Town 
Administrator from August 6, 1979 to November 5, 
1979. Without his help, the town would not have run 
as smoothly as it did. 

This year the Selectmen voted to transfer 
some of the day-to-day administrative 
responsibilities to the Town Administrator. The 
offices of Town Clerk. Veteran's Agent, Civil 
Defense Director and Inspector of Weights and 
Measures were transferred on June 5th. On 
November 13th, the Board added the Police and 
Fire Departments with the responsibility to become 
effective in January 1980. 

Negotiations with various Town unions took a 
substantial amount of time, with each group trying 
to determine what is best for the people they 
represent. As this time both the Police and the 
Department of Public Works are operating under 
contracts that have expired, while the negotiating 
process continues. 

Another area of conern is the solid waste 
problem. Unfortunately, this problem is. still 
unsolved, but through the efforts of a very capable 
Solid Waste Advisory Committee, the Board has 
been kept abreast of the developments and the 
alternatives available. The Solid Waste Advisory 
Committee has met more than thirty times, often 
with citizens who are angry at the alternatives 


being investigated. None of the alternatives 
presents an easy solution to this problem. On at 
least one occasion, the Selectmen were asked to 
limit the investigation of some possible solutions. 
Due to the complexity of the problem, the Board 
refused to limit the scope of the investigations. The 
Selectmen wanted to be sure that all alternatives 
were fully analyzed. 

Tax caps, tax ceilings and appropriations 
limits were common phrases as the Town went into 
Town Meeting. Spending limit was the thread 
woven through the fabric of the budget discussions 
and the presentations at Town Meeting. The RTM 
echoed these feelings, and finally voted a budget 
which produced a tax rate of $69.80. Before the rate 
was actually set, an error was discovered and 
brought to the attention of the Board of Assessors. 
In spite of the efforts of town officials, including the 
Board of Selectmen, the position of the Board of 
Assessors could not be changed and the rate was 
set at a figure $2.40 higher than could have been 
possible. 

The Board was successful in opposing an 
attempt to locate the Norfolk County Jail at Hilltop 
Farm. This effort included many telephone calls to 
the Norfolk County Advisory Board, a television 
interview, the threat of a citizen petition and 
promise of extensive zoning and Board of Appeals 
hearings. This site was the County's top choice as 
it was County owned and would not require an 
expenditure for land. Finally the introduction of a 
bill by our State Representative and its subsequent 
passage eliminated any Walpole site from further 
consideration. 

During the year the town’s tax base has been 
broadened with new construction at Bird Johnson 
and the location of a new Corning Glass Works 
facility in Walpole. The town also voted to revaluate 
all of the real estate. 

The Board made the following appointments 
during the year: 


Chester Donnell - Fire Chief - Effective 8/11/79 
Stephen Boucher - Firefighter - Effective 6/11/79 
Howard J. Waldron, Jr., William Bausch, Warren 
Goodwin, Richard Ryan and Robert Anderson as 
patrolmen on the Police Department appointed 
11/6/79 to be effective 1/7/80. 


The town received a grant from the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council for a Walpole 
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Center Revitalization Project. This comprehensive 
action plan will be completed and ready for 
implementation in 1980.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


lt is with a great deal of pleasure and pride 
that | submit my first Annual Report as Town 
Administrator. Having assumed this position in 
November, | am looking forward to meeting and 
working with the citizens of Walpole for the 
continued betterment of the Town. | therefore 
pledge myself to the faithful and effective manage- 
memtof this office. 

The year 1979 represents a year of change 
and transition within the Town Administrator's 
office. Early in May, Mr. Edward T. O'Neill 
announced that he would resign in order to obtain a 
post-graduate degree at the Harvard J.F.K. School 
of Government. Obviously his many years of 
service to the Town are a testimony to his abilities as 
a manager; and it goes without saying that he will 
be truly missed by the Community, both 
professionally and as a friend. | would personally 
like to wish Mr. O'Neill continued success as he 
pursues his career in public administration. Mr. 
James Merriam, Assistant Town Administrator, 
was appointed Interim Town Administrator and 
served in this capacity from the time Mr. O'Neill left 
in August until my arrival in November. Mr. 
Merriam had been appointed Assistant Town 
Administrator in March of 1978. In this capacity 
and during his’ tenure as Interim Town 
Administrator, Mr. Merriam demonstrated that his 
education and previous municipal experience are 
indeed valuable assets to the Town. During this 
period, Mr. Merriam developed and maintained a 
good working relationship with Department Heads 


and the various committees of the Town which 
significantly reduced any disruptions normally 
associated with a transition of this nature. Upon my 
assuming the duties of this office, Mr. Merriam’s 
cooperation and knowledge of Town operations 
was essential to my orientation both to Walpole and 
this position. The patience and understanding 
shown by the Board of Selectmen, Town 
employees and the Community has certainly made 
this year of transition less difficult for all of us. | am 
hopeful that in the upcoming year this attitude will 
continue as we seek to improve the effectiveness 
and efficiency of our municipal services. 

The office of the Town Administrator is 
responsible for the day-to-day management of the 
Town's affairs. Some major issues which have 
been addressed by this office in 1979 are 
described below: 


1) Prepared the FY 80 Budget which complied with 
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the provisions of the State-mandated four percent 
Tax Cap. The budget as adopted resulted in a 
$2.00 reduction in the tax levy. This was the first 
reduction in the tax rate since 1966. Unfortunately, 
because of rising fuel costs, increase in principal 
‘and interest payments primarily for the High 
School Renovation, increase in assessments from 
the Norfolk County Retirement System, and 
eventual settlement of the Department of Public 
Works and the Police contracts, this reduction 
in the tax levey will probably be temporary. 
2) The Collective Bargaining process is a very time- 


consuming activity. With the aid of outside labor 
counsel in matters of arbitration and fact-finding, 
the Town continues to approach this process in a 
professional manner and is attempting to reach 
agreements and resolve grievances which are in 
the best interest of the Town. Negotiations with 
the Department of Public Works have failed to 
produce an agreement. These negotiations have 
been in the process for two years; and at the end 
of 1979, the matter was set for fact-finding in the 
spring of 1980. The Police contract negotiations 
were started in February; however, to date no 
agreement has been reached. 

The office of the Town Administrator worked 
closely with the Capital Budget Committee to 
develop a comprehensive document which 
projects the five year capital needs of the Town 
and the cost of these improvements. The Com- 
mittee, which was reactivated in May 1978 was 
nearly finished with an updated plan at the end of 
this year. The data and analysis provided by this 
office should assist the Committee in the develop- 
ment of consistent policies for determining the 
Town's needs and methods of financing approved 
projects in order to minimize the impact on the 
Town's tax rate. 

4) The Town continues to struggle with the problems 
and issues associated with the collection and 
disposal of solid waste. Since the closing of the 
Sanitary Landfill on Lincoln Road in late October 
of 1978, the Solid Waste Advisory Committee has 
made studies of the problem and has offered 
intermediate solutions in specific areas. Their 
task is a difficult one in which there is little 
apparent general public support or concern. This 
office has attempted to aid the Committee by 
providing information and working with the group 
on establishing operating procedures for the 
temporary Transfer Station at the site of the 
closed Landfill. The costs of solid waste manage- 
ment will continue to skyrocket until long-range 
plans are implemented to deal effectively with the 
collection and disposal of solid waste. A review 
of these costs over past three fiscal years show a 
175 percent increase in annual expenditures fron 
FY 77 through FY 79. This office will make it a 
priority in 1980 to assist the Solid Waste Advisory 
Committee in presenting to the Town feasible 
alternatives relative to this complex issue. 

The Municipal Space Needs Study authorized in 
the fall of 1978 has been completed. A proposal 
from the Permanent Building Committee will be 
made after the study has been reviewed by 
various Boards and Committees. As a result of 
the study, the Town should be in a position to 
solve existing and future space needs particularly 
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those of the Police Station and Town Hall. 

The office of the Town Adminstrator has continued 
to actively pursue federal and state funds to 
reduce the direct tax burden on residents for 
municipal services. The Town has made progress 
in several different areas, including the Sewer 
Evaluation Study which will eventually lead to the 
design and construction of additional sewer lines 
with state and federal contributions, construction 
of the Diamond Brook Watershed project, and the 
Downtown Revitalization Study. The Town is 
awaiting final word on its $228,000 Community 
Development Block Grant application. Walpole 
was ranked 18th out of a total of 43 applications 
for single purpose funds and has a moderate 
chance of receiving monies for its proposed 
housing assistance program. 

As we are painfully aware of, the cost of energy 
has risen astronomically during the past year. In 
the case of heating fuel, the increases have 
nearly doubled the cost of heating oil used in 
municipal buildings to an estimated $329,322 for 
FY 80. The Town has implemented numerous 
conservation efforts which have resulted in a 
continued reduction in the level of consumption. 
This office, with the help of the Building Repairs 
Division, has documented past energy usage 
and conservation efforts to date. In November, 
consultants were retained under a 5% reimburse- 
ment program through the Massachusetts Office 
of Energy Resources to perform an energy audit 
on all Town-owned buildings. Funds will be re- 
quested in 1980 for the implementation of recom- 
mendations. It is expected that these improve- 
ments lead to still further reductions in fuel 
consumption. 

In most cases, the above activities of 1979 
represents the challenges of 1980. It will be 
important that this office address the outstanding 
issues discussed this year and develop sound 
proposals for consideration by the various Boards 
and Committees of the Town. Change brings with it 
a degree of uncertainty, making it natural for us to 
want to avoid it. However, forces in the economy 
and the many complexities of our society will 
require that changes be made both in our personal 
lives and the Town’s operations. in the Town’s 
case, some changes will be of necessity and result 
in the reduction of the current level of services 
while others will result in cost-savings through 
improved management of existing resources. To be 
able to do more with less resources will require that 
difficult decisions be made by the Town through its 
elected representatives. It is imperative that this 
office provide sufficient information and 
alternatives to these groups so that sound 


decisions will be made that reflect the long-term 
best interests of the Town. 

Mr. H. James Waldron, who had served as 
Assistant Purchasing Agent since May of 1978, 
was appointed a Police Officer for the Town as this 
year ended. Mr. James K. Conroy was appointed 
in December to replace Mr. Waldron. | am 
confident that Mr. Conroy will continue to perform 
this function in the exceptionally professional and 
effective manner that Mr. Waldron did during his 
tenure. In March of 1979, Mr. William H. Munroe 
was appointed Inspector of Buildings/Zoning 
Enforcement Officer to replace Mr. Philip S. 
Winsor, who had accepted this position on an 
interim basis after the resignation of Mr. Gerald 


Couto in December 1978. Mr. Munroe had 
previously served in Salem as Assistant Building 
Inspector for four years. He has made several 
improvements in the operation of this department 
and has effectively managed the increase in 


building activities which occurred within Walpole 


this year. 

In closing, | wish to thank the Board of 
Selectmen for the cooperation and confidence 
shown me in my first few months in Walpole. | will 
do my best to earn this confidence in 1980 from the 
Board of Selectmen, other Boards and 
Committees, Town employees and the public. 
Finally, | wish to thank my personal staff for their 
support this year. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeal has jurisdiction over 
appeals from rulings of administrative officials of 
the Town made under the Zoning By-Laws. Certain 
uses of premises require a Special Permit from the 
Board of Appeal. In addition, the Board of Appeal 
has authority with respect to particular premises to 
authorize a Variance from the terms of the 
applicable provision of the Zoning By-Laws in 
certain instances. These powers provide a local 
tribunal familiar with local problems. 

The Board acts only after a public hearing. 
Notice of the hearing must be published in a 
newspaper and also sent by mail to the petitioners 
and to the owners of all property deemed by the 
Assessors to be affected by the proceeding, 
including the abutters of the land in question and 


the owners of the land next adjoining the land of the 
abutters; and, to the various departments and 
boards of the town. The Board's hearings are 
always public; and any person, whether entitled to 
notice thereof or not, may appear in person, or by 
agent or by attorney. When the Board has reached 
a decision on any matter, the decision is recuced to 
writing and filed with the Town Clerk and Building 
Inspector, and notice of the decision is given to the 
persons believed to be entitled to notice of the 
hearing. 

The Board consists of five regular members 
and four associate members. They meet on the first 
and third Wednesdays of the month in the 
Selectmen's Meeting Room. 

In 1979, they held 71 public hearings. 


BUILDING CODE 
BOARD OF APPEAL 


The local Building Code Board of Appeal was 
created in 1975 to conform with the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts building code. 

Whoever is aggrieved by an interpretation, 
order, requirement, direction or failure to act by an 
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official charged with the administration or 
enforcement of the Building Code may appeal to 
the local Appeals Board. Application for appeal and 
fee schedule is available at the building inspector's 
Office. 

No appeals were heard by the Board in 1979. 


SIDEWALK COMMISSION 


Two new sidewalk construction projects were 
completed during the past year. 

At the fall session of the 1978 town meeting, 
funds were appropriated to construct a sidewalk on 
Washington Street from Georgia Drive to Neponset 
Street at Hamilton Square in South Walpole. This 
project was requested by members of the Boyden 
School Parents Advisory Committee. 

This project was completed in mid-summer. 

At the 1979 spring town meeting, funds were 
appropriated to construct a sidewalk on Old Post 
Road from Summit Avenue, to Carriage Lane. This 


project was sponsored by residents of the Old Post 
Road, Lee Street area. 

Most of this sidewalk was completed last fall, 
but a portion has been held up pending the granting 
of easements by abutters. 

The sidewalk in front of numbers 1051 - 1057 
Main Street was rebuilt and granite curbing 
installed. 

The sidewalk on Summer Street from the 
railroad crossing south to #93 was rebuilt. There 
were other minor repairs made to sidewalks in 
other parts of the town.

PROTECTION OF PERSONS 
AND PROPERTY 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Once again an increase of crime statistics is 
being recorded throughout the United States. This 
is due in large part to a failing economy and an 
extremely high inflation rate. When money becomes 
scarce and living expenses rise in astronomical 
sweeps, dishonesty becomes more prevalent in 
forms of larceny, robbery, extortion and assault. 
This creates additional burdens on law 
enforcement agencies designed to protect the 
public’s peace and security. 

The Walpole Police Statistics for 1979 show a 
marked increase in certain areas of crime, 
particularly in the monetary value of property 
stolen: Up almost $200,000 more compared to the 
1978 figures! It is also a good reflection on the 
overall economy of the Nation, drawing attention to 
the seriousness of the situation and the seeming 
inabilitly of governments to handle a worldwide 
problem. Predictions as to the outcome would be 
purely speculative and reveal a naivete on the part 
of the prophetic agency. All we can safely do is to 
leave an uncertain future in wiser hands and deal 
with the reality of the present conditions. 

In order to meet these challenges the Walpole 
Police Department has continued to bolster its 
manpower, especially in the investigative and 
prosecuting lines. All cases brought before the 
judiciary must have complete and adequate court 
presentation. The documentation of qualified 
experts must be considered an important element 
towards the conviction of the felon, and a 
continuity of evidence must exist. All of these 
things involve extra hours of research, 
interrogation and typewritten reports, plus many 
other hours of extensive field work. Without a direct 
and uninterrupted line of followup, no case would 
ever be won. Crime remains to be costly to the 
taxpayer; we hope to make it more costly to the 
criminal! 

Throughout the year we have tried to bring a 
more concerted effort of patrol to those areas in 
Walpole where high rates of crime are realized. A 
new system is now being worked on that will 


provide us with added awareness to the many 
trouble spots in the community. Once this system 
is finalized all officers will have this valuable 
information at their fingertips and be able to 
respond in a more positive and assuring manner. 

As in past years, training programs are being 
made available for the individual officer who 
wishes to increase his knowledge in the field of law 
enforcement and its related subjects. Some of 
these programs are mandated through law; others 
are strictly on a voluntary basis. A few of our 
officers are enrolled in degree programs and are 
moving along successfully toward their goals. Each 
step we take adds to our endeavor to 
professionalism in the police sciences. The 
lawbreaker must know that our weapons are 
superior to his, and our knowledge exceedingly 
greater! 

In the final analysis we have not done all we 
have wanted to do, but we have done far more than 
we expected to do. Only the future will tell whether 
or not we have succeeded. All department 
personnel, whatever their field of endeavor or 
specialty, have contributed much toward the 
peace and security of our people and the 
community. We thank all those who assisted us in 
this work. Together, the problems of today can be 
solved, and a new and prosperous America come 
forth!

hose. This truck replaced a 1970 International that 
gave the town well above average service. The 100 
foot aerial ladder truck that was ordered in 1979 is 
scheduled for delivery in February, 1980. 


NEW FOREST FIRE TRUCK 


The department's’ fire investigation, 
inspection, and apparatus maintenance programs 
have been expanded and improved. We have 
added a new program this year called, ‘‘Learn Not 
To Burn’. This program is being presented in the 
elementary schools at the fifth grade level. This 
program has endless possibilities but is limited by 
available time. 

We had a total of 1134 alarms for the year 
which breaks down as follows:

Of this total, 680 were still alarms and 454 were 
audible alarms. Of the 454 audible alarms, 252 were 
squad calls and 202 were box alarms. 


FIRE ALARM MAINTENANCE 


The Fire Alarm Maintenance continued this 
year with the usual box testing, pole line 
maintenance and repair, radio servicing, and a 


limited amount of tree trimming. The required 
circuit testing was performed on a daily basis and 
proper records were maintained of all tests and 
department operations. 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


From the late sixties, the Board of Health has 
evolved into a bona fide Health Department 
consisting of a five member board, a secretary and 
a full time agent. 

The basic function of any Health Department 
is to provide to its residents, the best health climate 
possible from the air we breathe to the water we 
drink. 

Immunization clinics conducted by the Visiting 
Nurses Association under the auspices of the 
Board of Health have met the needs of many 
families in administering the necessary vaccines to 
children, particularly pre-schoolers. These include 
immunization against diphtheria, pertussis and 
tetanus, measles, mumps, rubella and polio. 

In addition to our regularly held flu immuniza- 
tion clinics, pneumonia vaccine was offered this 
year for the first time. Approximately 70 persons 
availed themselves of this protection. The vaccine 
is effective for at least three years and is strongly 
recommended for those who are at increased risk. 
(Elderly and the chronically ill). 

The Pesticide Study Committee formed 2% 
years ago has remained active and provided 
valuable information relative to insect control by 
both chemical and biological means. Much 
controversy has been generated over gypsy moth 
control. The Board of Health and Town 
Administrator have investigated the whole problem 
and have recommended that since they present no 
health hazard, and to spend tax dollars in an 
attempt to eliminate them is futile, no monies would 
be appropriated for this purpose. 

Since it is better to prevent disease than have 
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to treat it, much as been done to watch for 
conditions which might adversely affect good 
health such as any threat to our water supply. The 
use of pesticides and or herbicides, the storage of 
toxic materials near our well fields, indiscriminate 
disposal of such materials and air pollution by 
improper discharge of industrial particulates.

NORFOLK 
MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION 


The town of Walpole continued to furnish a 
comprehensive integrated network of mental 
health services for the children, youth and adults 
who live in our community by continuing to 
participate in the planning, monitoring, and funding 
of the Norfolk Mental Health Association in a 
manner similar to the other 11 towns of our health 
service area - Canton, Dedham, Foxboro, Medfield, 
Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, Sharon, 
Westwood and Wrentham. 

Because of the complex nature of health 
delivery systems, the multiplicity of funding 
sources involved, and the intricate inter- 
relationship of private; state and local agencies, it 
has proven to be in the best interest of the 
community to join with an organization whose 
specialty is community mental health and has such 
broad purposes as: mental health education, 
delivery of direct services, professional training, 
the development of preventive community-based 
programs, and consultation and education for 
community groups. 

The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a 
private non-profit Corporation, 501(c)3, dedicated 
to the promotion of mental health, the prevention of 
mental illness, and the improved care and 
treatment of the mentally ill. 

Among the major community-based programs 
available to the residents of Walpole through the 
Norfolk Mental Health Association are: (1) the 
Norfolk Clinical Children’s Center, a Chapter 766 
accredited therapeutic nursery school for 
emotionally disturbed children ages 3-7; (2) the 
Colburn Mini-School, a Chapter 766 accreditec 
alternative day school for adolescents ages 14-21 
who are not functioning adequately in their regular 
school setting; (3) Cutler Counseling Center, a 
partnership outpatient mental health center with 
the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health, 
composed of a multi-disciplinary staff which serves 
children, youth, adults, and families offering the 
traditional services of intake, referral, diagnosis 
and treatment, as well as special on-going groups 
(e.g. widowed life-line, recreational gym, social 
rehabilitiation), short-term groups (e.g. weight 


22 


therapy, divorce and separation, assertiveness 
training) and consultation/education for the 
community; (4) Project HIRE, a CARF accredited 
comprehensive vocational rehabilitation facility for 
adults with emotional, development and/or physical 
handicaps offering comprehensive employment; 
(5) the Case-Aide Program, offering trained 
volunteers to ‘‘befriend’”’ patients both in and out of 
Medfield State Hospital as well as adults within the 
community concerned with domestic violence; (6) 
Community Education and Information, a 
corporation-wide activity which engages in such 
public services as: publication of a newsletter and 
educational materials; special events; workshops 
and seminars for parents, health providers and 
other; provision of speakers for community 
activities and meetings; development of a Mental 
Health Media Center; design and implementation 
of Employee Counseling Programs and 
consultation to area industries. 

Among the items that might be of particular 
interest that occured this year as a result of the 
relationship between the town of Walpole and the 
Norfolk Mental Health Association are: part-time 
outreach offices of the Cutler Counseling Center 
are available locally at the Ephipany Church and 
Project FACE; consultation was provided by Cutler 
Counseling Center to the Walpole Public School 
Department. 

The Norfolk Mental Health Association is 
governed by a Board of Directors composed of 
citizens from our health service area. The 
representatives from Walpole are Dr. Robert D. 
Bassett, 19 North Street Circle, Superintendent of 
Schools and Mrs. Patricia Grugnale, 49 Lake 
Avenue, a R.N. with the Visiting Nurses 
Association. 

In conclusion, the Board of Health 
recommended continued participation in, and 
funding of, comprehensive mental health services 
through the Norfolk Mental Health Association. In 
this way we can efficiently and effectively address 
not only the mental health and human service 
needs of the individual but those of the families and 
larger community as well.

Nineteen seventy-nine marked the Visiting 
Nurse Association’s seventieth year of operation. 
The Walpole V.N.A. provides at-home skilled 
nursing, physical therapy, and speech therapy 
services along with home health aide assistance. 
Office visits are also available by appointment or 
within the drop-in hours held from 9-10 A.M., 
Monday, Tuesday and Friday. In addition, our 
program encompasses a wide range of services: to 
the community through our contract with the Board 
of Health-for such services as maternal and 
newborn visits, tuberculosis testing, blood 
pressure screening and various clinics held 
throughout the year which are the answer to many 
of the community needs for health promotion and 
disease prevention activities. The clinics, along 
with numbers served by each are listed at the end 
of this report. 

Referrals for our services are accepted from 
various sources; hospitals, area physicians, 
community agencies, or from people themselves 
within the community who are in need of our 
services. Depending on the nature of the service 
required, requests from the community may need 
confirmation by a physician’s order. 

Our home health aide services are contracted 
thorugh Norfolk-Bristol Home Health Services, Inc. 
Due to our increased demand for home health 
aides this year, we hope to be augmenting this 
contract soon by hiring on-staff home health aides 
in the coming year. Speech therapy continues to be 
provided through a contract with Norwood 
Hospital, but our increased physical therapy 
caseload has necessitated the hiring of our own 
part-time physical therapist. 
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The year has been one of considerable growth 
and strengthening for the Walpole V.N.A. Our total 
nursing visits increased by over 50% this year, 
marked turning around a decline that had been 
occurring over the past few years. We faced the 
challenge of new state regulations head-on, and 
will continue to do so ina planned and progressive 
way. We have implemented our extended hours of 
service which means that a nurse is now on Call 
until 9 P.M. every weeknight, and from 8 A.M. until 
9 P.M. on weekends and holidays. 

Due to the increasingly stringent regulations, 
a neighboring agency chose to withdraw from the 
Medicare and Medicaid program of certification. In 
July of 1979, we began to provide some services to 
the town of Sharon. There was concern voiced that 
expansion to another town might detract from the 
service to our own community. On the contrary, Our 
day-to-day visits credited to our Board of Health 
work have increased 10% over last year’s 
program, along with the growth of many of our 
clinics. 

We welcome new staff nurses, Bette 
Gladstone and Jane Potter, and physical therapist, 
Christie Shoop, as our ranks increased to meet our 
new workload. 

A highlight of our increased public relations 
work this year was the production of a slide-tape 
presentation about the V.N.A. which is available for 
speaking engagements to area groups. 

Our health equipment loan program continues 
to be well utilized within the community. We thank 
all those who have donated equipment to our 
supply, and a special thanks to the town men who 
so unselfishly help transport this equipment. 

We continue our good working relationships 
with area organizations and agencies, including 
Project Face, King Philip Elder Services, the 
Council on Aging, the Southwest Metro Health 
Planning Council, our own state Association of 
Community Health Agency, and many more, all of 
which help us move forward in today’s world of 
health care and social services. 

Our thanks to all in the community who help 
make the holidays brighter for so many in our town. 

Looking back to last year’s annual report, we 
did indeed have a ‘‘productive and exciting year.”’ 
With our dedicated staff, supportive Community 
and energetic board of directors, we look forward 
to another year of providing quality care to the town 
of Walpole.

1981 is the 100th anniversary of the founding 
of Red Cross in the United States by Clara Barton. 
In celebration of this, as early as 1978, plans have 
been in the offing to expand the services of Red 
Cross in each community. In 1979, the year was 
marked by several productive activities over and 
above the regular services such as: increased First 
Aid and Water Safety Instruction, increased Motor 
Corps service, Medical History Course offered to 
and taken advantage of by our nurses, affiliation 
with Civil Defense to program and staff for disaster 
readiness in shelter management and medical 
care. In celebration, also, we are making an effort 
to double our Fund quota - 41% of which is sent to 
National to share in the national disasters where 
Red Cross never fails to be present and 
functioning. We are not funded by the Federal 
Government nor by United Fund as commonly 
thought. We are financed by public contributions- 
our friends support this great organization. 

In general we would like people to know that 
we are concerned about people - their health, their 
safety, their well-being and their unselfish efforts to 
help each other. There are those who benefit from 


Red Cross services and there are those who give 
to them. This concern is expressed through a broad 
range of on-going services that meet real human 
needs, such as: 

1) our blood program whereby every person needing 
blood can have it freely whether he is able to 
donate or not. A phone call request to the 
Executive Director is all that is needed. 

our First Aid program which trains people to care 
for a highway accident victim or that enables one 
to Know what to do when emergencies occur in 
the home, at school, at work or that teaches 
accident prevention. 
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3) our Motor Corps which takes care of transporta- 
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tion needs of people requiring rehabilitation or 
medical treatment. 
our Service to Military where messages to and 
from families and Services people are sent on a 
24 hour basis. Where personal contacts with 
families of all enlistees are made on entrance. 
our Disaster program, with financial assistance 
to fire disaster victims or other emergencies 
and collaboration with C.D. in major catastrophes.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging is a division of town 
government which is responsible for addressing 
the needs of the community's population 60 years 
and older. Its seven member board and several 
non-voting associate members are appointed by 
the Selectmen. The fourth Thursday of each month 
the Council meets in open session at the Senior 
Citizens’ Center in lower Blackburn Hall, where the 
Council's office is also located. 

Beginning in July 1979, the town funded two 
part-time staff positions for the Council on Aging. 
The Coordinator works in conjuction with the 
Council in an attempt to meet the needs of 
Walpole’s Seniors by developing and maintaining 
programs of interest and need. A van driver 
provides free transportation to our Senior Citizens 
by means of a van which has been donated to 
Walpole by Rodman Ford. 

Services now available to Walpole’s Seniors 
are: 

Drop-in Center - equipped with kitchen, TV, stereo, 
pooltable, piano, cards, etc. 

Free Transportation - medica! appointments, 
shopping, pleasure trips, etc. 

Social Activities - tours, bingo, whist, dinners, etc. 
Blood Pressure Clinic - every Tuesday at 2 p.m. at the 
Center (not held if Mon. Holiday) 
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Hot Lunch Program - lunches available Mon.-Fri. for 
90 cents at the Stone School, School St., Walpole, 
and at regional nutrition sites for 75 cents in 
Dedham (326-9411), Norwood (769-6687), Medfield 
(359-7084) and Sharon (784-9000). 

Home Bound Meals - hot lunch delivered Mon.-Fri. by 
volunteer drivers. Suggested donation 75 cents. 
Program/sponsored with King Philip Elder Services. 
Blood Work - basic routine blood work for a $2 fee 
provided through Medfield State Hospital. 

Vial of Life - emergency medical information 
program.

DEPARTMENT 
OF VETERANS SERVICES 


Rising unemployment is one factor that has 
made 1979 a busy year for the Veterans’ Services 
Office. Our Benefits program, which we feel is the 
most important activity of this office, assisted 
Twenty-seven (27) needy veterans and their 
families in the amount of $22,467.00 under Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 

Assisting veterans and their dependents in 
obtaining Federal Benefits is equally as important 


as our Benefits program. These Services include 
assisting in the preparation of applications for 
Widows & Childrens Pensions, Burial allowances, 
Service connected Compensation, 


Non-Service 
Pensions, Grave Markers, Change of address, 
Educational Benefits, Hospitalization, and Annual 
Income Questionaires. 

This year, an added function of the office was 
to help with the ‘‘Fuel Assistance”’ program for low 
income families. 


ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


All premises where livestock is kept have 
been visited and inspected and comply with the 
regulations set forth by the Division of Animal 
Health. 


All new animals from outside the state, 
entering herds, have been examined. 

All reported dog bites have been investigated 
and quarantine regulations carried out. 

No positive cases of rabies were found. 


NORFOLK COUNTY 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 


The Operational Project Program integrates 
all proven technologies into a system of mosquito 
control that-is rational, safe, effective and 
economically feasable. 

All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and to 
sustain larval growth. 

Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts 
are concentrated on the draining of shallow, 
standing, stagnant water and the maintenance of 
existing flow systems which contribute to mosquito 
breeding sources. 


Drainage ditches cleaned 6,350 feet 
Brush obstructing drainage cut 375 Teet 
Culverts cleaned and opended 23 
Drainage constructed or improved by

Larviciding. Treatment of mosquito larvae 
during aquatic development is the next most

Adulticiding. The suppression of flying adult 
mosquitoes becomes necessary when they are 
numerous, annoying or threatening to residents.

Surveys, inspections and monitoring in 
support of our programs include locating and 
mapping breeding areas, larval and adult 
collections and fieldwork evaluations leading to 
better drainage. 

The Project received 252 calls from residents 
for information and assistance. The Walpole Board 
of Health received 705 calls. 


HERITAGE AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES 


HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The comprehensive inventory of Walpole’s 
historic assets is nearly complete. More work on 
architecture is to be completed on Lincoln Road and 
North Street and on a few other houses around 
town. Our architectural heritage is a significant 
part of our environment. 

Now that the inventory is near completion, we 
will submit our nominations for listing on the N. R. 
(National Register of Historic Places). The N.R. isa 
listing of the nation’s buildings, districts, 
structures, and objects significant in its history, 
culture, architecture, or archaeology. Listing on the 
N. R. provides recognition for the property; an 
opportunity for matching grants, acquisitions, and 
development projects; and a measure of protection 
for the property against any adverse effect caused 
by federally licensed, funded, or assisted projects. 
Inquiries of N. R. is obtained through your local 
historical commission. 

We are most interested in adaptive re-use of 
our public and private buildings. Adaptive re-use 
conserves energy and resources. Successful re- 
use of a building can stand as physical testimony to 
the vitality of acommunity. 

In the near future, it is suggested that a local 
Historic District Committee be established by the 
Board of Selectmen (Chapter 40C, Chapter 372). 

The Commission is in the process of gathering 
information on Walpole’s early schools. Any 
pictures or information would be greatly 


CONSERVATION 


The Conservation Commission is responsible 
for protecting and preserving the natural resources 
of Walpole, with its main efforts directed toward 
protecting the town’s watershed area. To carry out 
its responsibilities, the Commission acquires land 
through gifts or purchase, enforces the Wetlands 
Protection Act and the Inland Wetlands Act, and 
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appreciated - forward to Margaret Strumwasser, 
c/o Town Hall. All materials will be copied and 
returned. 

Walpole’s Town Hall will be 100 years old in 
1981. This structure is eligible for N. R. nomination. 
A suitable ceremony and celebration will take 
place, hopefully in October of 1981. 

A concern of the Commission is the early 
private gravesites. Work in this area will continue. 
Some old stones are now being repaired. 

If you have old deeds pertaining to Walpole in 
your possession, we would like to make copies. If 
you have noticed any structures, such as a 
foundation, unusual wall, or a dam, tell us about it. 
We are really interested in hearing from our 
citizens. 

The public Archaeology Labratory of Brown 
University has been engaged to do some 
preliminary field investigation at the proposed early 
sawmill site. By testing with soil augers, 
investigating erosion processes, and periodic 
flooding of the Neponsel River, it is hoped some 
definitive answers about the site will be deter- 
mined. 

It is unfortunate that two of our sites have 
been vandalized by ‘‘unintelligent archaeologists’’ 
during the past year. Only the townspeople can 
stop such vandalism. 

We welcome comments, suggestions, and 
information from the citizens of Walpole. 


COMMISSION 


coordinates its efforts with other town agencies in 
the protection of natural resources. 

Walpole contains approximately 1,500 acres 
of protected wetlands and flood plain scattered 
throughout the town. These areas under the 
jurisdiction of the Commission are being preserved 
in their existing state, providing protection to the 


town's water supply as well as natural flood 
control. 

During this past year one gift and three 
purchases have increased the Commission's 
holdings to approximately 1000 acres, enabling a 
portion of the Master Plan recommendations to be 
realized. These were: a gift of approximately 1-1/2 
acres in South Walpole from Herbert and Janet 
Bartlett, and purchases of 42 acres on the 
Neponset River from Orlando Keyes, 
approximately 6 acres in Cedar Swamp from Mary 
M. Kannally, and 17 acres off Main Street from 
Peter L. Turco. The Commission has applied for 
Self-Help funding for the Keyes purchase, and all 
responses to the request have been affirmative. 
This will reimburse the town for 50 percent of the 
purchase price. Self-Help funds will aiso be applied 
for on the Turco purchase. The Commission's land 
holdings are for the purpose of conservation and 
passive recreation. Trails exist through many of 
these properties for the enjoyment of hikers, skiers, 
and nature lovers. These trails and the recreation 


area at Coburn’s Pond are maintained yearly. This 
year through a special grant we had the help of a 
University of New Hampshire Environmental 
Studies student, Diane Damish as a Conservation 
Assistant during the summer. Diane was of great 
help in supervising the trail clearing program. Trail 
maps of these areas are available through the 
cooperation of Walpole’s libraries and the Town 
Clerk's office. The main library also has the 
Commission’s Family Membership card for the 
Massachusetts Audobon Society, available on 
request. 

The Conservation Commission holds public 
hearings in accordance with the Wetlands 
Protection Act, Mass. General Laws Chapter 131, 
Section 40. This law requires anyone intending to 
do work which affects the wetlands in any way to 
contact the Commission for a determination as to 
whether or not a public hearing is necessary, and 
under which conditions the work may proceed. 

The Commission meets regularly on the first 
and third Wednesdays of the month at the Town 
Hall, with the public cordially invited. 


TOWN SERVICES 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works is organized 
and staffed with a total of 62 permanent full-time 
positions headed by Peter Boghossian, Director of 
Public Works and Town Engineer; Pasquale 
Marino, Supt. of Highways & Parks (25 positions): 
James Clerici, Supt. of Buildings (13 posisitons); 
Ralph Roberts, Sr. Working Foreman, Sewer & 
Water (12 positions); Bennet Gove, Supt. of D.P.W. 
Maintenance (4 positions); Paul G. Keane, 
Assistant Town Engineer (4 positions); clerical staff 
(3 positions). At the close of the year, there were a 
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total of 55 individuals (45 D.P.W. Union, 7 salaries, 
3 clerical) filling the permanent full-time positions, 
and 4 individuals in permanent part-time positions. 
During the summer months, a total of 13 students 
were hired to supplement the Highway and Park, 
Sewer and Water, and Engineering Divisions. Our 
total operating budget for the year exceeded two 
million dollars for the first time. Major expenditures 
included approximately nine-hundred thousand 
dollars for salaries, more than four-hundred 
thousand dollars for heating fuel and maintenance 


of public school buildings, and more than one- 
hundred thousand dollars for street lighting 
purposes. As a result of sharply higher prices for 
gasoline, its scarcity, and reduced allocations 
imposed by our fuel suppliers, a conscientious 
effort was made this year to conserve fuel. For the 
record, it is noted that the total amount of fuel 
consumed by all D.P.W. vehicles (54) and 
equipment for the year was 33,017 gallons, broken 
down as follows: regualr gasoline, 19,783 gallons; 
down as follows: regular gasoline, 19,783 gallons; 
6,056 gallons. 

D.P.W. MAINTENANCE DIVISION 

The D.P.W. Maintenance Division is 
responsible for maintenance and repair work on all 
Town-owned vehicles and miscellaneous 
equipment (excluding fire engines). Regularly 
scheduled maintenance was performed on forty- 
nine motorized pieces of equipment operated by 
the Department of Public Works and Cemetery 
Department, five automobiles assigned to various 
Town departments, seven police cruisers, one 
police safety cruiser, one ambulance, Dog 
Officer's truck, Civil Defense Van, and two Fire 
Department automobiles. Also maintained were 
the auxiliary engines at the five water pumping 
Stations and water treatment plant, and all other 
miscellaneous D.P.W. equipment including sewer 
rodders, centrifugal and diaphragm pumps, natural 
gas and diesel engines, portable generators, a 
welder, and flail and rotary mowers. 

Major repair work performed last year 
included two engine and valve jobs, four 
transmission and two differential overhauls; three 
clutch jobs; ten brake jobs, body repairs to several 
vehicles; painting of several trucks and sanders. 
Welding repairs were also made on sanders, plow 
frames and snow plows, sidewalk plows, backhoes 
and loaders. New equipment purchased was 
inspected for compliance to town specifications 
and prepared for operation. 

Emphasis placed on preventative and routine 
maintenance has continued, and proven to be cost 
effective. As a result of our regularly scheduled 
maintenance program, there have been fewer 
breakdowns and less vehicle ‘‘down’’ time: major 
repair expenses, both in terms of supply parts and 
labor, have been kept to a minimum. 

HIGHWAY AND PARK DIVISION 

The Highway and Park Division is responsible 
for maintenance of streets, sidewalks, storm 
drains, traffic signs and lights, snow and ice 
removal operations and maintenance of grounds at 
all public buildings, parks, playgrounds, playing 
fields, commons, and grass strips along roadways. 

A total length of approximately five miles of 
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the following secondary roads were prepared and 
resurfaced with liquid asphalt and stone: Appletree 
Lane, Lois Drive, Bullard Street, Countryside Lane, 
Mert Street, Lee Street, Charlesgate Road, Bruce 
Road, Raymond Avenue, Cedar Street, Chandler 
Avenue, Conifer Drive, Beech Street, Cherry Street, 
Cullinane Circle, Higgins Circle, Hemlock Street, 
Calvert Road, Charlotte Road, Marston Road, and 
Pine Street. Portions of the following streets were 
resurfaced with bituminous concrete: Norfolk 
Street, Elm Street, High Plain Street, Washington 
Street, East and School Street intersection, East 
and High Plain Street intersection, High Street, and 
a portion of the municipal parking area at the Town 
Hall. Portions of the following streets were 
surfaced with emulsion mix (a mixture of sand, 3/8” 
stone aggregate and liquid asphalt): North Street, 
Mylod Street, Pine Street, High Street, Winter 
Street, and Kingsbury Street. 

Other highway related work performed during 
the year included the following: mechanical 
sweeping and cleaning of all streets, bituminous 
concrete patching of countless potholes and utility 
trenches, and application of approximately thirty 
five miles of pavement markings. Storm drainage 
system maintenance included the annual cleaning 
of 1794 catch basins under contract, repairs to 42 
catch basins and manholes, replacement of about 
200 feet of drain pipes, rodding of obstructed drain 
lines, and selected ditching work. More than 250 
traffic and street signs were either made or 
purchased and installed. 

The Park Department maintains more than 
100 acres of parks, lawns, and sport playing fields; 
this work includes the application of fertilizer, lime, 
grass seed, weed control chemicals, field line 
markings, and grass mowing. Other miscellaneous 
work includes collection of litter from all public 
ways and play areas, bi-weekly rubbish collections, 
cutting of grass and brush along roadways, 
maintenance of trails and removal of brush from 
the Town Forest, a leaf collection program, and 
removal of diseased or dead trees. 

Combined rubbish and garbage collections 
were provided for residents, weekly, on a 
contractual basis. All solid waste was received at a 
Sanitary landfill site in Plainville, Mass. on a per ton 
of weight basis. For the first full year, residents and 
small Commercial operations were able to utilize 
the ‘‘mini’’-transfer station, located at the old 
Sanitary landfill site off Lincoln Road, for the 
disposal of solid waste and brush. It is recognized 
that our method of operation at the transfer station, 
without mechanical compaction, is inefficient and 
costly. For many reasons, however, it has been 
most difficult to provide an acceptable alternative 


to the present disposal method. 
BUILDING DIVISION 

The Building Maintenance Division is 
generally responsible for repairs and upkeep, 
capital improvements, and proper operation of all 
electrical, plumbing, and heating systems in all 
public buildings. Specific building maintenance and 
improvement projects are reviewed and evaluated 
by the Permanent Advisory Building Maintenance 
Committee, and incorporated into the operating 
budget when appropriate. 

Our energy conservation program has now 

taken a new impetus by our participation in a 
Federal ‘“‘Energy Audit Program’’. The program 
provides Federal funding on a matching grant basis 
and is administrated by the Massachusetts Office 
of Energy Resources. The Federal Program 
comprises four stages: 
1) Preliminary Audit: the gathering of statistical data 
on all public buildings on past energy usage and 
building use characteristics. Nearly all of this stage 
has been completed.

The extent of damage from vandalism to all 
public buildings this year was nearly $19,000. 
Countless numbers of repairs and maintenance 
work utilizing all major building trades were made 
in all buildings; some of the more important items 
of work are listed by buildings or categories: 

Bird School - Repaired roof leaks; painted three 
classrooms. ' 

Boyden School - Repaired roof leaks; painted partial 
exterior; repainted sills. 

East Jr. High School - Retiled floors in faculty lounge, 
music room and hallway; replaced air transfer 
registers in 12 rooms. 

New Fisher School - Painted several rooms; repaired 
roof. 

Old Post Rd. School - Replaced roof shingles; painted 
3 rooms, cafeteria and door casings. 

New Stone School - Installed new outlets in media 
center and office area; hot-topped front drive and 
area rear of school; installed 2 new metal doors, 
and hardware only on six other doors; repaired roof 
leak. 

West Jr. High School - Installed another set of metal 
lockers; painted four classrooms; repaired boiler; 
installed exit signs; installed new door checks. 
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2) Energy Audit: a recommendation of operating 
and maintenance changes which will improve the 
building’s energy efficiency, and to identify 
conservation measures requiring capital 
expenditures. An engineering consulting firm 
presently has a contract for this stage. 

3) Technical Assistance Program: a complete 
engineering analysis to determine the energy 
conservation potential of the building. 

4) Energy Conservation Measures: major energy 
conservation actions to reduce’ energy 
consumption or allow the use of alternative energy 
sources. 

We have confidence that participation in this 
programmed approach to energy conservation will 
be most beneficial to the Town in the future. The 
table below shows our oil consumption records for 
all public buildings for the past seven heating 
seasons; it is interesting to note from the table that 
the number of gallons of fuel required per degree 
day has been very consistent over the past three 
years.

resurfaced front wall at South Pool. 
WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 

The Water and Sewer Division is responsible 
for the operation and maintenance of the Town's 
water supply, quality, and distribution system, and 
the operation of sanitary sewer system. In 
compliance with State Regulations, six water 
samples collected weekly, and samples from each 
well collected monthly, are sent to a certified 
laboratory for bacteriological testing. Water 
samples are also tested monthly by the State for 
flouride concentration. Water from the Mine Brook 
wells is tested daily at our Water Treatment Plant 
primarily to determine proper iron and manganese 
removal levels, and for other parameters. In 
addition to general operations and maintenance 
work, the following new construction and 
miscellaneous work was completed.

There are now a total of 5155 water meters in 
service, an increase of 158 metered services for 
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the year. Twenty large industrial and commercial 
users of water consumed nearly 177 million gallons 
of water during the calendar year, at a cost to them 
of about $190,000. Residential consumers used 
nearly 370 million gallons of water and municipally 
owned properties consumed about a million gallons 
of water during the past fiscal year. 

With the addition of 0.26 miles of sanitary 
sewer mains this year, there are now a total of 
36.48 miles of sewer mains in service in the Town. 
A total of 46 building connections were made to the 
sanitary sewer system, making a total of 1,760 
building connections or about 37% of all buildings 
are now connected to the system. There are a total 
of 20 vendors having 31 vehicles who are licensed 
by the Town to use our septic waste disposal 
facility. During the year, a total of 5,871 loads of 
septic waste were received at the station; 2,837 
loads originating from Walpole, and 3,034 loads 
Originating from other ‘‘member’’ communities for 
which a five dollar disposal fee was charged. 
ENGINEERING DIVISION 

Survey, design, contract plans and 
specifications and resident engineering services 
were provided for the following contracts: Water 
mains - Homeward Lane Completion, High Street 
Reconstruction; Washington Street at Common 
Street signal lights; Bituminous Concrete 
Sidewalks - Washington Street, Summer Street, Old 
Post Road, Main St. Drain Construction on Summer 
Street and various locations. Additionally, 
contracts were prepared for Bituminous Concrete 
Re-surfacing, casting adjustments, two contracts 
to provide materials to produce a bituminous 
emulsion mix, and a ‘‘chip seal’’ roadway 
resurfacing contract. 

Written reports were submitted to the Board of 
Appeals with respect to engineering criteria and 
compliance to the provisions of our Zoning By- 
Laws in the following categories: non-residential 
site plan (25), special permits for flood plain 
construction (9), multi-family (8) and miscellaneous 
(6). 

All necessary engineering data and 
recommendations on subdivision control matters 
were provided for the Planning Board. A total of 26 
written reports were submitted as follows: 1 for 
preliminary subdivision plans (24 lots total), 8 for 
definitive subdivisions plans (67 lots total), 13 for 
bond determinations and 4 for miscellaneous 
inspections and reports. Periodic inspections and 
construction monitoring was provided for all 
Subdivisions in an active state. At the end of this 
calendar year there are 24 developments 
comprising 499 lots of land under some stage of 
Subdivision control and jurisdiction of the Planning 


Board as indicated below: 


20 Residential Subdivisions 456 lots 
3 Industrial Subdivisions 19 lots 
1 Preliminary Subdivision Plans 24 lots 


The following Town maps were updated and 
reproduced for distribution purposes: street, 
zoning, governmental lands, conservation, inland 
wetlands, sewer and water, street acceptance 
plans, layout descriptions, and taking orders were 
prepared and recorded in the Norfolk Registry of 
Deeds for Wall St., Warwick Rd., Massasoit Cir., 
Mohawk Cir., Rose Marie Ln. Other areas of study 
and effort include the preparation of utility 
easement and taking plans with descriptions for 
recording purposes, storm drainage studies and 
problem investigations, numerous various 
construction cost estimates and various compiled 
plans, when required Town property lines and 
easement surveys were provided.

On March 5, 1979, William H. Munroe replaced Interim-Inspector Philip Winsor as Inspector of 
Buildings and Zoning Enforcement Officer. 

New records were set in the number of permits issued, permit fees remitted to the Treasurer, and 
estimated cost. For the first time in the history of the Department, fees received exceeded the Department 
budget by approximately $30,000.

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STREET NAME COMMITTEE 


The Street Name Committee has been in 
existence since 1974 and its recommendations 
have resulted in the changing of fourteen (14) 
duplicate or sound-alike names. The study was 
conducted with careful consideration as to 
historical significance, age of streets involved and 
number of families in residence before submitting 
the findings to the Board of Selectmen. 

To end the long standing confusion over 
Summer, Summit and Sumner, in 1979 Summer 
Street was renamed Rustic Road, also Pollen Road 
(in conflict with Polley Lane) was changed to 
Beehive Road. Charles Hardy's term expired and 
he decided to resign because of a busy teaching 


schedule. He was an excellent chairman and we 
commend him for a job well done. Other 
resignations were those of Maureen Rivers and 
Anthony Abril. Julia Cesareo is now acting 
chairman. 

At present the members form a watch dog 
committee aware of new construction and planned 
new street names. A file of Suggested names is 
available for future use and we have prepared a 
listing of every Walpole street, its location and date 
of acceptance by the town. 

The first priority for the future will be to 
encourage house numbers on every front door or 
mailbox as a safety feature and an aid to the Fire 
and Police Departments. 


SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


During 1978 it became apparent that with the 
closing of the sanitary landfill and subsequent 
escalation of costs associated with the disposal of 
Walpole’s solid waste, an economically sound 
Short and long term solution to the problem had to 
be found. 

On this basis, in December of 1978 the Board 
of Selectmen adopted a recommendation made by 
the Town Administrator that a six member Solid 
Waste Advisory Committee be appointed. This 
Committee was charged with the responsibility of 
making a full study of all aspects of solid waste 


collection and disposal including reports and 
making recommendations to the Board of 
Selectmen. 


After meeting with the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Administrator on January 16, 1979, the 
Committee made up of Edward Averi, Edward 
Brosz, John Dorff, Joseph Denneen, John Power 
and Charles Young convened its first meeting and 
named Mr. Averi, Chairman and Mr. Power, 
Secretary. 

The Committee met thirty-two times during 
1979 during which numerous aspects of solid 
waste collection and disposal were researched. 
investigated, and evaluated. These included cost of 
curbside collection by contract versus town owned 
and operated or a private enterprise; now these 
questions relate to the proposed 128 West 
Resource Recovery Council plant depending where 
it is located and when it will be in operation, etc. 
Members of the Committee made several field trips 
to Walpole’s current transfer Station; possible 
future transfer station sites: and to the facilities of 
several other towns. Meetings were also held with 
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representatives of the State Department of 
Environmental Quality of Engineering, Department 
of Solid Waste Disposal; the 128 West Resource 
Recovery Council; similar Committees from nearby 
towns; and groups of interested citizens 
committees and other residents of Walpole. 

In March of 1979, the Committee submitted an 
interim report to the Board of Selectmen covering 
work to date on; 1. transfer station activities, 2. 
short term solutions, 3. 128 WRRC, 4. collection 
and 5. costs. 

Much time during the next few months was 
spent attempting to find a site, either town or — 
privately owned, suitable for a transfer station and 
developing costs to erect and operate such a 
facility. The Committee also researched other 
options such as regional transfer station which 
would service several towns on a cost and expense 
sharing basis; and elimination of the transfer 
Station altogether. 

In late summer, at the request of the Board of 
Selectmen the Committee submitted 
recommendations for a fee schedule for users of 
the transfer station and comments on the rules and 
regulations that should be instituted. 

In the fall, the Committee worked with the 
Town Administrator in preparation of a request for 
bids for rubbish/garbage collection and disposal 
and later assisted in evaluating the bids received. 

Although final recommendations cannot be 
made until the site of the proposed 128 West 
Resource Recovery Council plant is definitely 
determined, a report to the Board of Selectmen is 
planned for February of 1980 outlining alternatives 
available and providing the Committee's 
recommendations regarding each alternative.

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EDUCATION 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee continues to make a 
concerted effort to improve the lines of 
communications between the school system and 
the community. Meetings are broadcast over our 
High School Radio Station (WSRB-91.5) to better 
serve this purpose. Efforts to get broader 
participation from parents, citizens-at-large and a 
closer cooperation with Town Boards has 
continued. 

A special effort was made to provide the 
Appropriation Committee with detailed budget 
information and an invitation to them to send 
representatives to our budget deliberation 


meetings. 

The detailed and comprehensive reports of 
our Superintendent of Schools, accompanied by 
the reports of our various Administrators which 
follow, contain information that will enlighten our 
citizens to the problems, conduct, financial 
operation and educational needs of the school 
system. Your Committee believes that the 
educational system of Walpole has been 
maintained and improved to a high degree of 
efficiency and that is due, not only to the ability and 
efforts of those in charge, but also to the Spirit of 
cooperation manifested by the parents, teachers, 
pupils and townspeople. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A Decade Closes 

As the decade of the Seventies comes to an 
end, it is interesting to comtemplate what effect, if 
any, the national scene has on the public schools of 
a small Massachusetts Town of 18,000 people. 

Future American history books will record the 
effects nationally of the turmoil, mistrust, and 
anger surrounding Vietnam, Watergate, and 
assassinations which occurred during the 1970's. 
Within Walpole’s public schools, along with 
schools throughout the country, the vast majority of 
Students continued to receive the high quality of 
education which their brothers and sisters had 
experienced earlier in the Sixties. But public 
attention in Walpole, and elsewhere, was drawn by 
mass media to new student demonstrations, drug 
abuse, vandalism, the laxity surrounding open 
Campus and open education, and the “anything 
goes - what's in it for me”’ attitude. The actions of a 
few students found the public at large casting 
doubt upon the Credibility and future endurance of 
public education for all its students. 

In the late Seventies the nation found itself in 
the throes of an unparalleled high inflation and, 
Simultaneously, high unemployment. 
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For a variety of social as well as economic 
reasons, many of Walpole students found both 
parents away from home during the day or night 
working in the labor force. For many students of 
rapidly increasing single parent families, the time 
and energies which one parent could give to 
“helping with homework’’ and working with the 
schools diminished. 

A large majority of students no longer were 
regular participants in Church life. For these 
Students, the Church’s role in ethical and moral 
education was non-existent. It remains unclear 
what responsibility the schools have for filling this 
void. 

Distance grew between teacher and student, 
parent, citizen and taxpayer. School Committee 
members unceremoniously increased their efforts 
to revoke collective bargaining issues, school 
construction requirements, and requests to cut 
operating budgets. For many students there was 
the question of ‘‘why education, if no job after 
graduation?’’ Even the job tenure and average life 
expectancy for many Superintendents of Schools 
became a poor risk! . 

Had the public lost control of their own public 


schools? Who or what was to control the destiny of 
public schools? 


The Decade Ahead 

In my first report to you last year as your 
Superintendent of Schools, | described how 
Walpole’s schools had weathered the blizzard of 
the century. ‘‘Teachers, students, and parents had 
survived! Through determination, hard work, and 
imagination, academic studies which had been 
missed during the blizzard were made up.”’ A 
glimpse of ‘‘community’’ had become apparent as 
citizens, unable to travel, became of Walpole, its 
people, its resources, its ability to cope. 

Last year’s report made note of the efforts 
underway to improve the communications between 
the school system and the community. In this 
year’s report of the School Committee, the 
continued effort to involve the public in its schools 
has been noted. The tentative results of this effort 
are beginning to become apparent - and give rise 
for optimism for the decade ahead! 


1979 in Summary 

At Walpole High School this year, under the 
leadership of its new principal, Lester Burch, 
academic achievement, as measured by SAT 
scores, is on the rise despite a continued national 
decline. A substantial decrease in student 
vandalism has occurred. Drug and alcohol, while 
still a serious problem, has decreased. Student 
drop-outs have declined as special education 
programs provide new and imaginative alternative 
programs for students with special needs. 
Voluntary participation in athletics and extra- 
curricular activities increased. Total student 
enrollment exceeded the statistical projections. 

All of the above positive signs have occurred 
at the High School amidst the daily disruptions and 
clatter of workmen engaged in the four million 
dollar renovation project! Teachers and students 
having some classes as well at the Plimpton School 
next door have traveled back and forth between 
both buildings. During torrential rains in 
September, no cases of pneumonia were reported! 
Sub-normal record low temperatures in October 
before the new school boilers were ready found 
students wearing coats to classes! Out of adversity 
came the pride and satisfaction of a job well done! 

With the closing of the Plimpton School in 
June for elementary school use, students were 
redistricted to four different elementary schools in 
September. Following lengthy staff and parent 
involvement a smooth transfer in September went 
by almost unnoticed. While neighboring towns 
continued to debate and argue the merits of 
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whether to close schools, Walpole parents and 
schools together had experienced success. 

By the Fall of this year, staff and School 
Committee were spending very little time having to 
resolve different positions with respect to 
collective bargaining grievance procedures. The 
successful negotiations and funding of two and 
three year multi-year contracts with all school 
employees were completed in the Spring. All 
previously initiated arbitration cases and 
grievances were concluded through agreement 
within the normal processes of collective 
bargaining. Throughout the entire year, no new 
grievances were initiated as channels of 
communication remained open for give and take 
between the Committee and employee 
representatives. Staff time instead was directed to 
numerous activities to improve such programs as 
inservice staff education, planning for the 
forthcoming grade-level reorganization in 1981, the 
development of an improved system-wide health 
education program, etc. 


Staff Appointments 

While the process of reorganization of Central 
Office Administration was slow as seven positions 
were reduced to six, the ultimate appointment of J. 
Chauncey Smith, Jr., former principal of West 
Junior High School, to a new position for both 
business and personnel quietly proved to be of 
immeasurable help to me personally as well as to 
the School Committee and staff. 

The subsequent appointment of George 
Blaisdell, formerly Director of Pupil Personnel 
Services, to take on new responsibilities for 
curriculum as well, found him quietly giving new 
directions for improving K-12 curriculum co- 
ordination and in planning to implement the new 
State mandated basic skills testing program to 
begin in 1981. 

William Graf, former teacher-principal at the 
Plimpton School, was appointed new principal at 
the Boyden Schoo. 

At West Junior High School, Richard Sullivan, 
former assistant principal, was appointed principal, 
and, in turn, his replacement as assistant principal 
was filled by Michael Sansone. 

Throughout the Fall, these new appointments 
have proven to lend stability to the administration 
of our schools. The active role in which parents, as 
well as staff, participated in the screening process 
of these administrative positions would appear to 
have been a major reason for the subsequent 
acceptance of these appointments by the 
community. Special note is made of the important 
contribution of Kevin McCarthy, a Walpole High

Citizen Involvement 

Note has already been made of the several 
committees in which parents have played a key 
role. Special commendation is due the citizen 
advisory committees that reviewed the school 
transportation program, and a new citizens 
committee currently reviewing the complex issues 
related to the possible future integration of the 
separate computer systems being used by the 
Schools and at the Town Hall. A joint committee of 
teachers and parents have begun the arduous task 
of identifying new and improved ways in which 
Walpole schools can meet better the needs of its 
gifted and talented students. 

With active parent advisory councils in all 
eight schools, growing involvement of parents at 
both Junior High Schools has been especially 
noteworthy. Our Chapter 766 Parent Advisory 
Council has not only been a source of helpful 
suggestions for improving communications 
between consumer and provider in our special 
education programs, but has offered great 
assistance among parents within the group itself. 

Independent in its organization, Walpole 
Friends of Music continue to contribute greatly to 
the support of music programs throughout the 
system, and have played a major role in the growth 
of student participation in music activities. The 
Walpole Arts Council, another independent town 
organization, is a source of constant support to the 
success of the arts in Walpole. The Council 
coordinated, for instance, the arrangements for 17 
buses to take over 400 students in December to 
Boston to see the Hansel & Gretal ballet. 

The support of local business and industry to 
our local schools in a variety of ways should not 


escape notice. Through public taxation and private 
donation much support continues. Of more recent 
experience are the growing number of employers 
who are supporting students in cooperative 
education, work study, and career exploratory 
programs. 

Hundreds of hours of voluntary services are 
given annually by citizens to our schools who are 
not part of any organization or formal committee 
structure. Their assistance is greatly needed and 
appreciated. 

Our schools are no longer a teacher and a 
student, but a partnership of school with 
community. 

This partnership if it continues augurs well for 
the health of Walpole’s public schools in the 
coming decade of the Eighties. The control and 
destiny of Walpole schools will be in the hands of 
its citizens. The spirit of the neighborhood 
elementary school can be hoped to become the 
basis of the town-wide community school system. 


Conclusion 

In concluding this my second annual report, 
may | express my special appreciation to the 
current members of the Walpole School 
Committee, and especially its two chairman who 
served this year, Ms. Susan Maguire and Mr. 
Garrett Dalton, who during the year have given so 
much of their time in helping to evolve the spirit of 
comunication and cooperation that now exists with 
their fellow constituents. Finally, it was with 
personal regret that Mrs. Joey Noble resigned from 
the Committee and moved from Walpole during the 
year. To her, especially, | am indebted for her help 
and suggestions as to how | as your Superintendent 
of Schools can become a better listener to the 
citizens of Walpole, and, in turn, together working 
to improve the quality of education for the students 
of Walpole. 


PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Pupil Personnel Services (PPS) staff members 
provide services in the regular education areas of 
guidance, health, and reading and in the special 
education areas of learning disabilities, mental 
retardation, emotional difficulty, speech and 
hearing, occupational therapy, social work, and 
psychology. Each school building has a team of 
PPS staff members to meet the needs of students 
within that building. Most PPS services provided for 
students are individually planned for students 
requiring the services. 

Language Arts staff 


assisted with the 
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Elementary Developmental Reading Curriculum 
and with the system’s Remedial Reading Program. 
In addition, under the supervision of the Language 
Arts Coordinator, they assisted with the new 
Elementary Writing Curriculum, implemented this 
year. Testing on standardized achievement tests 
indicates that Walpole students, as a group, 
continue to score well above national averages in 
reading. 

Nursing staff increased the professional 
nursing services available to students by 
expanding in hearing and vision screening. Nurses 


received training provided at no cost by Dr. Joseph 
Bickford, a Walpole optometrist, to assist them in 
identifying students with vision difficulties. Nurses 
also assisted teachers with Walpole’s new 
comprehensive Health Education Curriculum, 
introduced this year. 

Special education services, called for in 
individualized education plans for more than six 
hundred students, were planned by teams of 
teachers, parents, specialists, students over the 
age of fourteen, and administrators. More than 
sixty parents joined the Chapter 766 Advisory 
Council, receiving training about their rights as 
parents and methods by which they can help 
assure success in school for their children. 

Work continued throughout the year in 
planning for the Basic Skills Improvement Policy, 
mandated by the state to begin in September of 
1980. Staff and parents have spent many hours 
working on this important project to arrive at a 
meaningful process for Walpole’s school children. 

A program dealing with the problems of 
today’s families was jointly conducted for parents 
by Project FACE, Cutler Clinic, and PPS staff. As a 
result of efforts by PPS staff and members of the 
Walpole Fire Department headed by Lt. Ernest 
Manocchio, new fire safety programs entitled 
“Learn Not To Burn’ were presented to elementary 


students. 

In an effort to provide coordinated services to 
our students, PPS organized and conducted 
meetings and programs with such agencies and 
individuals serving the areas as Project FACE, local 
clergy, Cutler Clinic, the Department of Mental 
Health, the Department of Public Welfare, the 
Office for Children, the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission, the Division of Youth 
Services, the Visiting Nurses Association, the 
Police Department and others. 

As a result of detailed financial planning and 
reporting to the state by PPS, the town received in 
excess of $750,000.00 in state aid for special 
education, and approximately $200,000.00 in 
federal funds for PPS programs. Reflective of 
declining enrollment, the PPS staff was reduced by 
two full-time equivalent positions and 
administrative time was reduced during the past 
year. At the same time, additional responsibilities 
for the coordination of the entire curriculum were 
added to departmental tasks. The challenge, 
identified in last year’s town report, of providing 
good programs and services for a smaller number 
of students with a smaller staff, remains a real one 
that PPS staff members work with daily. As the 
school system continues to plan for a new grade 
level organization, that challenge increases. 


FALES & LEACH SCHOLARSHIP AWARDS 


1979 Fales and Leach Scholarship were 
awarded Wednesday evening, December 12, 1979, 
to 31 graduates of Walpole High School currently 
attending institutions of higher education. 

These awards totaled $7,053.62 from the 
income established by the Fales Scholarship Fund 
in 1931 and $16,020.10 from the Leach 
Scholarship Fund established in 1960. So far a total 
of $210,100.39 has been awarded from the Fales 
Fund and $228,450.49 from the Leach Fund.

TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The year 1979 is the one in which Tri-County 
came of age. For the first time students are 
enrolled in Grades 9 through 12 and all programs 
and services are in full operation. 

The vocational students and instructors at Tri- 
County Regional Vocational Technical High School 
have contributed many valuable services to the 
residents of the nine towns that make up the 
Regional School District. 

Students from the vocational shops in Auto 
Body, Auto Repair, Sheet Metal, Metal Fabrication, 
Machine Shop, Plumbing, Electrical, Aijr 
Conditioning & Refrigeration, Painting & 
Decorating, Plant Maintenance, 
Carpentry/Cabinetmaking, and Masonry have 
constructed and/or repaired many items related to 
their particular trade area. 

The school is grateful to the citizens of the 
School District for requesting construction work 
and industrial repairs. Tri-County will continue to 
accept trade related jobs, if they are meaningful 
learning experiences and can be structured into 
our educational programs. 

For the first time since Tri-County opened its 
doors to students, member communities have been 
able to take advantage of the services offered by 
students in the technical department. Senior 
citizens throughout the district, as well as residents 
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of Wrentham State School and nursing home 
patients, have been guests in the school as patrons 
of the Culinary Arts department and the 
Cosmetology salon. 

On the other hand, pre-school nurseries, day- 
care centers and kindergartens in the district have 
accepted Tri-County into their facilities thus 
providing students with an added learning 
dimension. Hospitals and long-term care agencies 
have also welcomed the health occupation 
students and accepted them as part of their 
ancillary staff. 

This partnership of education and business 
organizations is a productive one for all concerned, 
and we anticipate that is will continue in the future. 

Tri-County’s academic curriculum has seen 
the inclusion of a Reading program this year. This 
program encompasses both remedial as well as 
developmental aspects of reading. Work is being 
completed this year which will allow our Science 
and Physical Education department to incorporate 
both CPR as well as Standard First Aid programs 
into our 1980-81 curriculum. 

The Pupil Services Department at Tri-County 
is responsible for Counseling, Placement, 
Admissions, Special Education, and Health. Nurses 
and counselors work very closely with parents and 
local school personnel, as well as the students, to

insure that the needs of individuals are met. 

Special Education services are provided, 
under Chapter 766, for those pupils enrolled in the 
school who are in need of some type of assistance. 
The staff continues to work with the schools in the 
member communities to assist in developing 
adequate and appropriate educational settings for 
all pupils who may need vocational or occupational 
training regardless of their handicap. 

The Co-op program is an every other week full- 
time work experience for qualifying seniors. 
-Participating students have been placed in their 
trade area working a minimum of 30 and a 
maximum of 48 hours for the week, returning the 
next week for academics. Their employment has 
been arranged and monitored by the Co- 
op/Employment Counselor. To qualify a student has 
to have a ‘'B"’ average in shop, ‘‘C’’ average in 
academics, no failing grades, and less than 15 
absences for the year. Final determination is 
reserved pending consideration of the Assistant 
Superintendent-Director. In the current academic 
year, 85 seniors are working for a total of 52 
employers in 22 towns. 

In July, Mr. Louis Hoegler, Walpole, 
succeeded Mr. John Kraskouskas, North Attleboro, 
as chairman of the Tri-County Committee. 
Expressing the rationale that Tri-County programs 
are an extension of educational services provided 
by all member communities, Mr. Hoegler has 
initiated a practice of an annual visit to local school 
committee at one of their regularly scheduled 
meetings. The visits have certainly provided all 
concerned parties with a mutual understanding of 
roles and responsibilities and, in particular, have 
provided this Committee with a number of 
Suggestions that will undoubtedly result in 
improved service to the towns. 

Obviously, the new pgorams and services as 
described above have been a serious budgetary 
concern to this Committee. Fortunately, and with 
the help of local town officials, we were successful 
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in our bid for increased Chapter 70 School Aid. At 
this time last year, we were informed that we could 
expect $455,000 in School Aid for budget year 
1979-80. After a series of hearings and a deluge of 
mail from local town officials and representatives, 
we eventually won a sum of $403,320 credited to 
the prior year and our 1979-80 aid was recalculated 
to $1,171,606. To the Town of Walpole the result 
was a revised assessment 11% less than it had 
been in budget year 1978-79. 

To all residents of Walpole and on behalf of 
the youth of your community, thank you for your 
support to vocational-technical education and be 
assured that this Committee will continue to 
provide the best possible educational services at 
the least possible cost. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY © 


In its three locations, the library offers some 
form of service six days a week (68 hours) except in 
July and August when it is closed on Saturdays. 
After three years of experimental Sunday hours it 
has been necessary to drop them for a number of 
reasons: funds for personnel, the high cost of 
electricity and oil, unavailability of staff and low 
level of usage. Also, the library continues to be 
closed weekday morinings between 9 and 10 a.m. 

The deadening hand of inflation is also 
pushing down heavily on acquisitions. Although the 
over-all rate of inflation is about 12%, it is 20% for 
library materials. For example, between 1974 and 
1979 the cost of books rose 65% and periodicals 
went up 71%. During that same period, the 
library's expenditures increased 24% for books 
and 41 %2% for periodicals and the total number of 
books added declined 22%. 

The library story is not all gloom, however. 
More people seem to be using it, especially at the 
North Walpole Branch where there is some hope 
for expanded quarters which will make a greater 
variety of materials possible. 

In November a brochure about the library was 
mailed to all Walpole residences. 

The Childrens Summer Reading Club took a 
new form this summer: a Jelly Bean Guessing 
Context, which meant that for each four books 
read, a child could make one guess as to the 
number of jelly beans in the jar. At the end of the 
summer the jelly beans were counted and shared 
out among the children whose guesses came 
closest to the total. The jelly beans were supplied 
by Watsons’ Candies. 

Several story hours were held for children and 
the annual exhibit of new childrens books was held 
in the fall. 

Two very good articles were published about 


the library during the year, one, in the Patriot Ledger, 
featured the East Walpole Branch; the other, in the 
Walpole Times featured North Walpole Branch and 
was written by one of the library pages, Lori Baker.

WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


1979 was the fulfillment of the commitment 
made by the Planning Board to Town Meeting in 
1977; to bring the recodification of the Zoning By- 
Laws to Town Meeting as expeditiously as possible. 
Beginning in May, the members met every week, 
and often more frequently, in order to prepare the 
most important part of the Zoning By-Laws for the 
October Meeting. We tried to make the Zoning By- 
Laws more readable and easier to use for our 
fellow citizens. We tried to make changes that 
would encourage business and industry to locate in 
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Town and contribute to our well-being. We tried to 
make changes to protect our residential 
neighborhoods and provide a place for young 
families to live in Walpole. Generally, our efforts 
were guided by the hope that Walpole would keep 
its balanced mix of businesses, homes, industries, 
farms and apartments which has made our 
‘Friendly Town’’ such a wonderful place to live. 
The Board wishes to thank everyone involved 
in the effort, especially our secretary Helen 
Farinacci, for their cooperation in bringing this ten 
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year, fifteen thousand dollar project to a successful 
completion. The Board now intends to review 
annually sections of the Zoning By-Laws so that the 
effort needed to keep our laws up-to-date will not 
be nearly so great. 

One definitive plan was filed and signed, and 
plans were presented that did not require review 
under the definitive plan process---new house lots 
were thus created. One preliminary plan was filed 
and numerous site plans were reviewed with the 
Board’s comments being forwarded to the Board of 
Appeals. One Scenic Road hearing was held. 

The Board voted to donate $1,000 to the 
Downtown Revitilization project from the Kendall 
Fund and one of its members will participate in this 
work together with people from the Massachusetts 
Area Planning Council, the Town Administrator, 
and the Downtown Merchants Association. One 
member is also serving on the Capital Budget 
Committee. 

Regretfully, one of our members, Ted 
Stevenson, was forced to resign due to the 
demands of his job. His place was ably taken by a 
former colleague of Mr. Stevenson from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, Walter Pelrine, who continued to 
contribute the experience of that Board to our 


Zoning By-Law work. 

As the year closes, the Board is involved in a 
precedent setting court case, is considering the 
adoption of Scenic Road regulations to make the 
operation of that law in Walpole more effective and 
efficient, is considering new Rules and Regulations 
under the Subdivision Control Law to enable it to 
administer the expanded jurisdiction it was given 
by the Legislature this year in the drainage of 
proposed subdivisions, and is reviewing the action 
it should take with regard to the Master Plan which 
is now eight years old. 

The past year has seen the Planning Board go 
beyond the role of ‘Subdivision Control Board’ and 
being to assume its responsibilities as the body in 
Walpole specifically charged with helping the Town 
and its citizens shape the future of our community. 

Along with the regular meetings that were 
held on the second and fourth Thursday evenings, 
several meetings were held for discussions and the 
studying of the by-law changes. 

All Planning Board meetings are open to the 
public, and the Board wishes to encourage 
townspeople to attend these meetings so as to gain 
a better understanding of this particular phase of 
town government. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board was established in 1954 
to administer and enforce a classification and 
compensation plan for all non-exempt town 
employees.

During 1979, the Personnel Board submitted 


recommendations to Town Meeting for an updated 
Salary Schedule. The Board also proposed that 
several amendments to it’s By-Laws be ratified. 
Additionally, the Board established an Employee 
Complaint Procedure for all town employees and 
participated in contract negotiations with five labor 
organizations. 

Regular meetings of the Personnel Board are 
scheduled for the first and third Mondays of each 
month at 7:30 p.m., in the Selectmen's Meeting 
Room, Town Hall. The public is invited to attend. 


BOARD OF SEWER & WATER COMMISSION 


The Board of Sewer and Water Commission 
was established in 1973 by virtue of the ‘‘new’’ 
Town Charter. This Commission consists of five 
members elected by vote of the registered voters 
of the town for three year overlapping terms such 
that the term of office of not more than two 
members shall expire each year. 

In May, Edward J. Delaney was elected 
Chairman of the Board and Robert Barrett was 
elected Clerk. Other members Glenn S. Benson 
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and newly elected Stephen Smith and John 
Kelliher. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
are the overseers of the Water and Sewer 
Department. We also are the overseers of all work 
done in the areas of sewer, water and drainage 
under various articles approved by Town Meeting 
whether performed by Town forces or under 
contracts. In the course of our duties we resolve all 
problems pertaining to sewer, water and drainage 


also complaints, petitions, and abatement 


requests. 

The Board is continuing to work on Infiltration- 
Inflow. More elimination is needed for various 
business that are ready to tie-in, and others who 
are ready to build. It is hoped tha the state will 
soon lift its sewer moratorium. 

The hydrant flushing program was continued this 
year. The Summer Street Drainage Project was 
completed this year. The Board also proposed 
measures be taken, relative to the new gasoline 
tanks in the DPW area, to protect the wells from 
possibilities of leakage. 

The Board holds Public Hearings before any 
decisions are made on rate changes. Sprinkler 
System charges were lowered this year. MDC 
raised its charges to Walpole, thereby causing the 
Septic Waste Disposal Vendors truck rates to be 
raised. 

Drainage problems are rampant in certain 
areas of Town. We will try to remedy these 
problems as far as dollars will allow. Also we will try 
to prevent further drainage problems through close 
scrutiny of plans which are now being submitted. 
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The largest problem being East Walpole Drainage. 
A Public Hearing was held at the Old Post Road 
School and was well attended. 

The Board is continuing to advertise for a 
Superintendent and Asst. Superintendent of Water 
and Sewer. Several applications have been 
reviewed, but it has been difficult to find the 
persons with the necessary qualifications. 

The Board has been working closely with SEA 
Consultants on Grant Applications also the update 
of Sewer Rules and Regulations. A survey was sent 
out this year to various North Walpole areas in an 
effort to gain information to help the quality of the 
water in that area. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
extend our apprectiation to the former Town 
Administrator, Edward T. O’Neill, Jr. and the 
Present Town Administrator James E. Mello, who 
act as Agent for the Board of Sewer and Water 
Commissioners. Peter Boghossian, Director of 
Public Work/Town Engineer; the water and sewer 
employees; Stephanie Arabak, secretary to the . 
Board; and various boards and other Town officials 
for their cooperation and assistance throughout the 
year. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The year began on a high note for the Walpole 
Housing Authority, with the granting of funding for 
60 additional units of Elderly Housing by the 
Commonwealth. Much work was begun, with 
meetings with the state officials in charge of 
construction of elderly projects. Five possible sites 
were offered by the Authority to the State for their 
consideration, and engineering work was 
undertaken on the most favorable of these to 
determine their site feasibility. Many meetings and 
preliminary discussions were held, and the 
Authority expects to begin construction sometime 
in 1980. 

The Housing Authority operates at the present 
time a complex of 64 units at Neponset View 
Terrace for the elderly and handicapped. The 
occupancy rate at this complex is always 100%, 
and this, added to the waiting list, shows the great 
need for additional elderly units in Walpole. 

A HUD Section 8 Existing Housing Program 
has been instituted in Walpole to aid families and 
elderly persons who wish to find apartments in the 
private sector. The subsidy is the same as that in 
project housing, but the applicants in this program 
are required to find their own housing units. This 
program began December 27th, and shows much 
promise as another form of housing assistance 
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available to Walpole residents. This program is 
conducted out of the Housing Authority Office at 
Neponset View Terrace. 

The Reverend John Griswold, a well-known 
figure in Senior Citizen circles in Walpole, was 
appointed to serve as the state representative to 
the Housing Board with a term that expires in 1981. 
Mr. Griswold brings much experience and 
expertise on elderly problems to the Board, which 
when combined with the long experience of some 
of the others that comprise the Housing Authority, 
will ensure attention to many details in the new 
Housing Project that will add to the comfort and 
happiness of the residents. 

The Housing Authority took full advantage of 
the CETA summer youth program, and was 
fortunate to obtain the services of five young 
Walpole men to bring the outside painting program 
at Neponset View Terrace up to standards. The 
boys worked all summer to complete the painting 
of porches and wrought iron work on the nine 
buildings. ACETA employee is available during the 
winter months under the youth program, and is a 
great asset in maintaining the buildings and 
grounds under regular maintenance supervision. 

In May, following the Annual Meeting of 
Officers, a tribute was paid and made a part of the 


minutes of that meeting, to retiring Chairman 
Eleanor N. Johnson for the excellent job she has 
done for the Town of Walpole, and for untiring 
efforts to secure the additional housing needed in 
Walpole. Chairman Manocchio said he spoke for 
not only the Board, but for the entire Town when 
he thanked her for her many hours of work that 
went into her past three years as Chairman. She 
was credited with the efforts that brought the 
Section 8 HUD Program for Existing Housing to 
Walpole, with a direct contract with the Town. 

The Authority members attend quarterly 
meetings of the Blackstone Valley Association of 


Housing Officials; the Annual Governor's 
Conference for Housing Officials; and all meetings 
of the Executive Office of Communities and 
Development and HUD that deal with small 
housing authorities. Much information is gained 
from these meetings and from association with 
other Authorities of neighboring towns. 

The Authority will be going into a very busy 
period, with the implementation of the Section 8 
Program, and will be proceeding into the 
development phase of the second Elderly Housing 
Project, along with maintaining and modernization 
of the present Elderly Project. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
FINANCING AUTHORITY 


The highlights of the INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP- 
MENT FINANCING AUTHORITY activities for the 
year were in June and July with the closing of the 
municipal industrial revenue bond financing for 
and 


construction of the new Fish Chemical 


Corning Medical Products Company, Inc. 
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Equipment Company plant ($375,000) located in 
the Walpole Industrial Park and the new Corning 
Medical Products Company plant ($1 million), near 
the junction of Coney Street and Route I-95. This 
operation is a division of Corning Glass Works, 
worldwide manufactures of specialized glassware. 


Fish Chemical and Equipment, Inc. 


Both of those projects give added strength to 
Walpole’s economy and our town’s employment 
situation. The Fish Chemical and Equipment 
municipal revenue bonds issued financed their 
relocation and consolidation here from locations in 
Dedham and Brighton; and it employs 30 people. 
The entire plant - office, warehouse and storage 
tanks - has been fully operational since August 20, 
1979. 

The Corning Medical Products Company is 
now building a 68,000 sq. ft. facility on its 62 acre 
site in East Walpole - by far the biggest project 
since the inception of this program. The plant will 
manufacture medical diagnostic reagents. 
Corning’s plans call for employment initially to be 
75 persons, but eventaully could rise to 200, 


depending on market conditions. Construction 
started April 1, 1979 and was 50% complete as of 
December 31, 1979. The plant operation is 
scheduled to begin early summer of 1980. 

It is important to note that the financing will 
not cost the Town of Walpole anything. Both Fish 
Chemical and Corning Medical have guaranteed 
payment of all principal and interest on these 
bonds - particularly attractive to investors because 
profits on these debentures are tax exempt, - 
Chapter 40D, Massachusetts General Laws. 

Actual issuance of the bonds is by the Board 
of Selectmen, as our town’s governing body. This 
Authority is most grateful for the great interest and 
cooperation of the Board of Selectmen in these 
matters.

CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


The function of the Cemetery Department is 
the maintenance and operation, plus restoration of 
four town owned cemeteries, Maple Grove, Rural, 
Old Burial Place and West Walpole along with one 
memorial site adjacent to West Walpole 
Cemetery: The department also works with funeral 
directors, vault companies and monumental! works 
companies for the preparation and aftermath of all 
interments. 

The major request of the Cemetery 
Department for the past two years has been for the 
acquisition of a one ton dump truck and we are stil! 
asking! We feel this acquisition will allow us to take 
over the maintenance and operation of the Guild 
Cemetery on Baker Street from the Park 
Department along with insurring increased 
maintenance capabilities at our other town owned 


cemeteries. 

Our Cemetery Commission is all but extinct at 
this time due to the moving out of town of 
Chairman, Eric Michelson, member Jay Delaney, 
and James Ginley became Selectman. Any 
interested citizens can contact the Town Hall for 
further details. 

This marks the eleventh year Mr. Stephen P. 
Huntress, Sr., has been superintendent of 
cemeteries. Mr. Huntress can be reached by 
calling 668-2550 (Town Hall) or 668-7180 (Home) or 
the address is 140 Lincoln Road, Walpole, Mass. 
02081. 

The cost of a single grave (4’ X 10’) remains at 
$125. Opening costs increased from $100 to $115 
except in winter months when the cost becomes 
$130 plus $25 for ground thawing expenses if 
needed. 


WALPOLE MUNICIPAL EMPLOYEES 
CREDIT UNION 


The Walpole Municipal Employees Credit 
Union organized in 1938 is celebrating its 42nd 
year of active service to all employees and their 
immediate families of the Town of Walpole. 

Over the forty-plus years of existence, it has 
served not only as a means of payroll savings to 
many employees, but also a means to small low 
interest loans to pay emergency bills, taxes, home 
repairs or other miscellaneous items. 

The assets at December 31, 1979 were 
$305,572 which is an increase over the prior year 
of $25,908. The share balance at December 31, 
1979 were $233,067, and the loans outstanding on 
the same date were $199,176. During 1979 there 
was a total of 312 loans granted totaling $422,882. 
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The total number of members at December 
31, 1979 were 420.

FINANCES 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee’s goal this past year 
was to maintain a stable tax rate and this was 
exceeded as we realized a $2.00 reduction in the 
tax rate from $71.80 to $69.80, even in spite of 
continuing inflation. 

There were several factors which contributed 
to this reduction such as fiscal restraint on the part 
of most town departments in their budgets, some 
restraint on the school budget, increased property 
and excise tax revenues, Governor King’s tax cap 
and increased State aid. 
ours, are finding it more difficult to fund local 
budgets from community resources, such as the 
property tax, as it does not keep pace with inflation. 
We cannot however shift our costs to the State, as 
it is financially squeezed and the Federal 
Government, as a source of aid, is suffering from 
reduced budgets. 

This makes it very clear that we must “‘hold- 
the-line’’ on finances. The leaders of our Town 
must have the determination to make critical 
decisions and become more cost conscious and be 
willing to experiment with new techniques. All 
services should be reviewed and, if possible, 
reductions should be made based on what impact 
they would have on the general public. Our Capital 
Budget needs should also be reviewed more 
closely and balanced with their need and the 
Town's ability to fund them. 

We must maintain our debt position, which is 
up this year by $421,000 primarily due to the High 
School renovation, at a reasonable level and not 
borrow neediessley, as Town Meeting did at the 
October Annual when they voted to borrow 
$175,000 for the Town’s re-assessment. This is not 
sound fiscal management especially in these times 
of inflation. 

Last year the School Budget, which has a 
major impact on our tax rate, had its smallest 
increase in recent years. This was accomplished 
primarily through the closing of schools plus a 
reduction in teaching staff and the elimination of 
the Business Manager's position. Negotiated 
salary increases have been the major factor in 
increases, as they comprise 85% of the School 


As we enter 1980, inflation is still with us, and 
looks as though it will remain for years to come 
making it more difficult to stabilize the tax rate 
which is projected will increase to $72.70 this year. 

Our fuel cost alone are expected to swell from 
$150,000 to over $400,000, Debt Retirement will go 
up by $421,000, Employee Retirement costs are up 
$85,000 and Solid Waste costs up $68,000 in 
addition to sizeable increases in our electric costs 
and our MBTA assessment. 

lt is quite evident that communities, such as 
Budget, but inflation has also contributed. 

It is evident that a greater effort must be made 
by the School Committee, who are elected by and 
responsible to the citizens of Walpole for the 
operation and direction of its’ school system, to 
make further substantial reductions in the School 
Budget. These reductions should be made 
primarily in the area of Administrative Staff, Media 
and Pupil Personnel Services. Walpole schools 
have witnessed a 25% decline in enrollment in the 
last five (5) years, a reasonable reduction in 
teaching staff, yet only one (1) administrative staff 
position has been eliminated, that of the Business 
Manager. 

There is no doubt the 80's are going to be 
more challenging than the 70's and we must all be 
committed and willing to make sacrifices, as we 
have in our own family budgets, to accept 
reductions in services and in all levels of 
government and our school system if the Town of 
Walpole is to continue on a sound fiscal course. 

It must be stressed that this need to control our 
budget is not entirely negative for with efficiency 
can not only come savings but also an 
improvement in services. Let us keep in mind the 
idea that a government cannot go bankrupt is no 
longer unthinkable. 

Finally, the Finance Committee would like to 
express its thanks to all departments and Town 
Meeting, for it is only through their efforts and co- 
operation that we exceeded our goal and affected a 
$2.00 reduction in the tax rate. We look to the same 
co-operation in our current budget deliberations 
and the April Annual Town Meeting. 
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TOWN TREASURER 


The fundamental duty of the Town Treasurer is to take charge of all Town funds. These funds come 
from several sources, such as taxation, charges, fees, Federal and State grants. 

During the year, the Treasurer’s office handled over fifteen million dollars. This office is one of the 
highly complex Town departments, maintaining numerous accounts and extensive records covering such 
areas as borrowing, bonding, ivestments, tax titles, cemeteries, trust funds, payroll and all deductions for 
same, reconciling and disbursing accounts payable. 

Several times during the year when receipts cannot meet expenses the Treasurer has to borrow in 
anticipation of tax revenues. The function of borrowing involves considerable time. This fiscal year the 
Treasurer had to borrow $3,500,000.00 in Tax Anticipation Notes.

TOWN COLLECTOR 


The period from July 1, 1978 through June 30, 
1979 was very productive in increasing total 
collections for the Town of Walpole. The increase 
in monies received in Fiscal Year 1979 as 
compared to Fiscal Year 1978 was in excess of 
$810,000. The increase in Fiscal Year 1978 as 
compared to Fiscal Year 1977 was just shy of 
$775,000. The net gain during the past two Fiscal 
Years as you Can see was over 11/2 million dollars. | 
might note there has been no appreciable tax 
increase or increase in property value over this 
period that has caused this increase in collected 
revenues. A dedicated and capable staff of the 
Collector's Office and a following of a 
reorganization plan over the past 2% fiscal years 
have been the contributing factors in achieving 
these results. The Collector's Office has certainly 
helped in a major way to stabilize or reduce the 
Real Estate Tax rate.

THE PERMANENT ADVISORY 
BUILDING MAINTENANCE COMMITTEE 


The Permanent Advisory Building 
Maintenance Committee makes an_ inspection 
each fall of all public buildings, scnools, parks and 
playgrounds. It then makes’ detailed 
recommendations, including cost estimates, to the 
Board of Selectmen and through them to the 
Finance Committee for the maintenance and 
improvement of the various properties. 

The committee is helped in its work by various 
-town officials and departments: the town 
administrator, the superintendent of buildings, the 
school department, the library trustees, the 


recreation committee and others. 

The amount recommended to be spent for 
propcr upkeep during the next fiscal year, July 1, 
1980 to June 30, 1981, is $294,300.00, which is 
approximately 4% more than the amount approved 
for the present fiscal year. As in the past, the 
majority of the total will be spent on schools. 

The work budgeted for fiscal 1978-1979 was 
completed and $13,000.00 of the total budget 
amount was returned to the town. It is expected 
that the work budget for fiscal 1979-1980 will be 
completed on schedule.

sportsmans’ Club, or in the lawful defense of the person, family or property of any citizen.

SECTION 1 INTRODUCTION 
1-A Title and Authority 


This By-Law shall be known and may be cited as the “Zoning By-Law,”’ and is adopted by virtue of and 


pursuant to the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40A, as amended by Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975 as 
amended. 


1-B PURPOSES 

The purposes of this by-law include, but are not limited to the following: to lessen congestion in the 
Streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, flood, panic, and other dangers; to provide adequate 
light and air; to prevent overcrowding of land: to avoid undue concentration of population; to encourage 
housing for persons of all income levels: to facilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, water 
Supply, drainage, sewerage, schools, parks, open space and other public requirements; to conserve the 
value of land and buildings, including the conservation of natural resources and the prevention of blight and 
pollution of the environment; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the town, including 
consideration of the recommendations of the plan, if any, adopted by the Planning Board and the 
Comprehensive Plan, if any, of the Regional Planning Agency; and to preserve and increase amenities by the 
promulgation of regulations to fulfill these objectives under the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40A. 

Regulations adopted pursuant to these purposes may include but are not limited to, restricting, 
prohibiting, permitting or regulating the use, construction, alteration, height, area and location of buildings 
and structures and the use of premises in the Town of Walpole. 


1-C Definitions 
In this By-Law the following terms, unless a contrary meaning is required by the context or is 
specifically prescribed, shall have the following meanings: 

1. Abutting. Touching at some point or line. 

2. Adjacent. Abutting or separated only by a public street. 

3. Accessory Use. A subordinate use of a building, structure or land customarily incidental to and located 
on the same lot with the main building, structure or use, or located on a lot adjacent to such lot, if in the 
same ownership. 

4. Non-Conforming Use. A use lawfully existing at the time this By-Law or any amendment thereto takes 
effect which does not conform to the Use Regulations thereof, including an existing use permissible on 
special authorization of the Board of Appeals but which has not been so authorized. 
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5. Structure. A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to give support or shelter or for 
purposes, inlcuding buildings, frameworks, tents, signs, fences, antennae, and the like. 

6. Building. Any structure having a roof for the shelter, housing or enclosure of persons, animals, chattels, 
or property of any kind. 

7. Dwelling. A building, or any part thereof, containing acommodations for permanent human occupancy, 
including one and two-family houses, apartments, and boarding or lodging houses, but not including 
transient accommodations such as in hotels or motels. 

8. Family. A single individual doing his own cooking, and living upon the premises as a separate housekeep- 
ing unit; or a collective body of persons doing their own cooking and living together upon the premises 
as a separate housekeeper unit in a domestic relationship based upon birth, marriage, or other 
domestic bond. 

9. Constructed. The word ‘‘constructed’’ shall include words ‘“‘built,’’ ‘‘erected,’’ ‘‘reconstructed,”’ 
“altered,”’ ‘‘enlarged,’”’ ‘‘moved,”’ and ‘‘placed.”’ 

10. Street. All public ways established or maintained under public authority, private ways open for public 
use and used in common by more than two owners, or shown on a plan approved by the Planning Board 
(whether or not constructed). 

11. Lot. A single parcel of land held in identical ownership throughout, and defined by metes, bounds or 
boundary lines in a recorded deed or a recorded plan. 

12. Recorded. The term “‘recorded”’ means recorded or registered in the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, 
or arecord title to a parcel of land disclosed by any or all pertinent public records. 

13. Premises. A lot, together with all buildings, structures and uses thereon. 

14. Private Guest House. A detached building incidental to and located on the same lot with a dwelling for 
the occasional or temporary accommodation (for which no fee is charged) of friends, relatives, or 
visitors, and which does not contain a kitchen or other permanently installed facilities for cooking. 

(See amendment to Section 1 which was voted under Article 3 of this meeting.) 


SECTION 2 ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 
2-A - Establishment of Districts, Types of Districts, and Order of Restriction. 
The Town of Walpole shall be divided into three types of zoning districts, including eight separate zoning 
districts listed in their order of restrictiveness beginning with the most restrictive, as follows: 
TYPE 1 - Special Purpose Districts 
FP - Flood Plain District 
Type 2 - Residence Districts 
RA - Residence A District 
RB - Residence B District 
GR - General Residence District 
R - Rural District 
Type 3 - Non-Residence Districts 
B - Business District 
LM - Limited Manufacturing District 
| - Industrial District 


2-B - Location of Districts. 

Districts RA, RB, GR, R, B, LM, and | hereinafter referred to or located as shown on the ‘Zoning District 
Map of the Town of Walpole, Mass. dated January, 1956 and filed with the Town Clerk; which map, together 
with all explanatory matter thereon and subsequent amendments, shall be deemed to accompany, be and is 
hereby made a part of this by-law; and the locations, boundaries and zone designations of the Flood Plain 
District are shown on a map entitled ‘‘Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM), panel 250254 0001A and 0002A”’ 
dated March 24, 1978. 


2-C Boundaries of Districts. 
The location of the boundary lines of the districts shown upon the aforesaid map shall be determined as 
follows: 
i Where a boundary line is shown approximately on the location of a property or lot line and the exact 
location of the boundary line is not indicated by means of a figure or otherwise, then the property or lot 
line shall be the boundary line. 
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2. Where a boundary line shown as following a street, railroad, or utility transmission line, the boundary 
shall be the center line thereof unless otherwise indicated. 

3. Where a boundary line is shown outside of the lines of a Street, railroad, or utility transmission line and 
approximately parallel thereto, such boundary line shall be deemed parallel to the center line thereof; and 
where a figure is placed upon the map between such boundary line and the street, railroad, or utility 
transmission line, it indicated the distance in feet of such boundary line from such center line (measured 
at right angles thereto, unless otherwise designated). 


4. In any ease not covered by the other provisions of this paragraph, the location of a boundary line shall 
be determined by the distance in feet, if given, from other lines upon the map, or, if distances are not 
given, then by the scale of the map. 

5. Flood Plain and Water Conservation District boundaries shall be determined or set forth in Section 3-H. 


2-D Lots in Two Districts. 

Where a district boundary line divides a lot laid out and duly recorded prior to the time such boundary 
line is established, the regulations applying to the portion of such lot in the less restricted district may be 
considered as extending not more than fifty (50) feet into the more restricted portion, but only if the lot 
has frontage on a street in the less restricted district. This section not applicable to Flood Plain and Water 
Conservation Districts. 


SECTION 3 USE REGULATIONS 
3-A Application of Use Regulations in All Districts. 

No building or structure shall be designed, arranged or constructed and no building, structure or land 
shall be used, in whole or in part, for any purpose other than for one or more of the uses hereinafter set forth 
as permitted in the district in which such building, structure or land is located, or set forth as permissible by 
special permit in said district, and so authorized. 


3-B Residence A and B District Uses. 

1. Permitted Uses. 
In a residence A District and in a Residence B District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 
Detached one-family dwelling. 

Church or other place of worship, parish, rectory or convent. 

Religious, sectarian, or denominational educational purpose. 

Public school, library, museum, art gallery or community building. 

Private school offering general educational courses. 

Orchard, market garden, nursery or other open use of the land for agricultural production (but not 
including any building or structure primarily used or maintained in connection with such purpose 
unless authorized by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided). 
g Recreational or water supply use of a governmental agency. 
h Public administration building, fire or police station. 

j Extension of an existing cemetery. 

k Sign, as hereinafter permitted.

m Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use, including the following:

i The garaging or maintaining on any premises of a total of not more than three (3) motor vehicles 
(including not more than one commercial vehicle), except in the case of a public use, or where 
authorized by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided. 

ii Private guest house, greenhouse, stable, tool shed, playhouse, tennis court, boat house, or other 

similar building or structure for domestic storage or use. 

The raising or keeping of a small flock of poultry (not exceeding fifty birds), or of saddle horses, live- 

stock, or other animals for private and non-commercial purposes only. 

iv Removal of sod, loam, sand, gravel or other earth products from the premises (for sale or otherwise) 
in connection with the lawful construction of a building or structure, or a driveway, sidewalk or park- 
ing area accessory thereto, or of a street in an approved subdivision, but only where the amount of 
each such material so removed does not exceed that actually displaced by the portion of the building 
structure, driveway, sidewalk, parking area or street below finished grade. 
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v The renting of rooms or the furnishing of table board in a dwelling to not more than four (4) persons 
(whether regular or transient). 

vi The use of a portion of a dwelling or of a building accessory thereto as the office of a doctor, dentist, 
optician, clergyman, lawyer, architect, engineer or other member of a recognized profession, or as 
the studio or office of an artist, musician, teacher, real estate or insurance agent residing on the 
premises, subject to the conditions that: (aa) not more than one person other than residents of the 
premises is regularly employed thereon in connection with such use; (bb) there is no outward 
evidence that the premises is being utilized for any purpose other than residential (except for an 
accessory sign as hereinafter permitted); and (cc) not more than four (dd) persons be gathered at 
one time for the purpose of being instructed. 


2. Certain Residential Uses by Special Permit Only. 
In a Residence A District and in a Residence B District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, 
issue a special permit for any of the following residential uses: 

a The conversion and/or use of a one-family dwelling existing on the effective date of this By-Law as a 
dwelling for not more than two families, boarding or lodging house, or tourist home: provided that: (i) 
such dwelling is located on a lot having an area at least fifty (50) per cent larger than the minimum 
hereafter specified for the construction of a building in the same district: (ii) no exterior enlargement 
is made which, together with any changes made during the preceding five years, increases by more 
than twenty (20) per cent the area of the dwelling; and (iii) no change is made in the external appearance 
and general aspect of such dwelling which alters its one-family character. 

b. The use of a portion of a dwelling or of a building accessory thereto as the workroom of a resident 
beautician, dressmaker, milliner, photographer, cabinet maker, skate sharpener, radio repairman or 
other person engaged in a customary home occupation, or as a place for incidental work and storage 
in connection with his offpremises trade by a resident builder, carpenter, electrician, painter, plumber 
or other artesan, or by a resident tree surgeon, landscape gardener or similar person; provided that: 
(i) such use is clearly secondary to the use of the premises for dwelling purposes; (ii) no trading in 
merchandise is regularly conducted except for the sale of products made by the resident himself or of 
parts, or other items customarily maintained in connection with, and incidental to, its performance, (ii) 
such use will not have a material adverse effect on the value of land and buildings in the neighborhood, 
(iv) the external appearance and general aspect of the building so used is in conformity with the 
residential character of the neighborhood, (v) there is no outside display of goods or products, storage 
of materials or equipment, or any other outward evidence that the premises is being utilized for any 
Purpose other than residential (except for an accessory sign as hereinafter provided) 


3. Additional Use by Special Permit Only. 

In a Residence A District and in a Residence B District, the Board of Appeals may, ina specific case, 
issue a special permit for any of the following additional uses, subject to the general provisions that: (a) the 
premises in question is reasonably adaptable to the proposed use and will allow proper design thereof, 
including adequate separation of buildings and open areas from adjacent premises: (b) the proposed use will 
not be injurious or dangerous to the public health, or hazardous because of undue traffic congestion, danger 
of fire, or other reasons; (c) such use will not have an adverse effect on the value of land and buildings in the 
neighborhood, or on the amenities thereof; and (4) such use will not produce noise, vibration, smoke, dust, 
odors, heat, glare or other effects observable at the lot lines in amounts objectionable or detrimental to the 
normal use of adjacent property: 

i Private club, lodge, or other non-profit social, cultural, civic or recreational use (but not including 

any use the chief activity of which is one customarily conducted as a business). 

The garaging or maintaining of more than three (3) automobiles, or of more than one commercial 

vehicle, but only where in connection with a permitted main use on the same premises. 

Building or structure used or maintained in connection with a permitted agricultural use of the land, 

Ay OF used for any other purpose of agricultural production. 

iv Salesroom Or stand for the sale of nursery, greenhouse, garden or other agricultural produce 
(including articles of home manufacture from such Produce), but only where the major portion there- 
of is raised on the premises (or made from produce so raised). 

V Any use of governmental agency not specifically set forth herein. 

vi Nursery school or other agency for the day care of children. 
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vii Hospital, sanitorium, convalescent or nursing home, philanthropic or charitable institution. 
viii Any of the following commercial recreational uses: golf course (but not including a golf driving 
range or ‘'miniature’’ golf course), boat or canoe livery, riding academy or stable. 


3-C General Residence District Uses. 
1. Permitted Uses. 
In a general Residence District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 

a. Any of the permitted as of right in Residence A Districts and Residence B Districts. 

b. Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 

c. Assessory use incidental to a permitted main use, including the garaging or maintaining on any 
premises of not more than three (3) motor vehicles, or if in connection with a dwelling for more than 
two (2) motor vehicles per dwelling unit. Except in the case of a public use, or where authorized by the 
Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided, not more than one of the vehicles on any premises shall 
be a commercial vehicle. 

d. Two-family detached dwelling (whether new or by conversion of an existing one-family dwelling) if 
located on a lot having an area of at least 15,000 square feet and if connected, or to be connected, 
with the public sewer system. 


2. Certain Residential Uses by Special Permit Only. ° 
In a general Residence District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, issue a special permit 
for any of the following residential uses: 

a. The conversion and/or use of a one-family dwelling existing on the effective date of this By-Law as a 
dwelling for two familes on a lot of not less than 15,000 square feet; provided that: (i) such dwelling is 
connected, or to the connected, with the public sewer system, (ii) a portion of said lot is adjacent to 
the side boundary of a Non-Residential District or of two or more lots of less than 15,000 square feet 
occupied by more than one family which abut (on either side) the same street as the lot in question. 

b. Dwelling for occupancy by more than two families; provided that: (i) such dwelling is connected, or to 
be connected, with the public sewer system (ii) such dwelling is located on a lot having an area of at 
least 15,000 square feet plus an additional 3,500 Square feet for each family in excess of two to be 
accommodated, (iii) said lot, unless it has a total area of at least three (3) acres, either abuts a street 
Classified as ‘‘major’’ or higher on the Future Street System Map (accompanying the 1963 Master 
Plan), or is in part within500 feet of the side boundary of a Non-Residential District or of one or more 
lots occupied by four or more families abutting (on either side) the same street as the lot in question, 
(iv) there is provided, on the same premises off-street automobile parking spaces in the amount of one 
and one-half spaces for each family unit, and (v) a side plan of the premises is submitted and approved 
by the Board of Appeals in accordance with the procedures and conditions hereinafter set forth for 
Site Plan Approval (in Section 4) 

c. Convalescent or nursing home, boarding or lodging house, or tourist home; provided that the building: 
(i) has the external appearance and general aspect of a one-family dwelling, or (ii) is located on a lot 
in immediate proximity to a Non-Residential District, or (iii) is located on a lot in immediate proximity to 
other buildings used for one or more of these purposes or occupied by more than two families. 

d. Any other residential use permissible by special permit in Residence A Districts and Residence B 
Districts (in Section 3-8-2, subject to the same provisions for authorizing each such use as therein set 
forth. 


3. Additional Uses by Special Permit Only. 

In a General Residence District, the Board of Appeals may, subject to the general provisions for 
authorizing additional uses in Residence A Districts and Residence B Districts (in Section 3-8-3), issue a 
special permit for any of the following additional uses in this District: 

a. Any of the additional uses permissible by special permit in Residence A Districts and Residence B 
Districts, but not including any commercial recreational uses or any agricultural buildings or structures. 

b. Office of a doctor or dentist not a resident of the premises, ora group of such offices. 

c. Funeral parlor or undertaking establishment. 

d. Automobile parking area for which no fee is charged, provided that such area is located on a lot in 
immediate proximity to a Non-Residential District. 
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3-D Rural District Uses. 
1. Permitted Uses. 
in a Rural District, the following uses are permitted as of right: sh 

a. Any of the uses permitted as of right in Residence A Districts and Residence B. Districts. 

b. Building or structure used or maintained in connection with a permitted agricultural use of the land, or 
for other purposes of agricultural production (but not including a produce salesroom or stand unless 
authorized by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided). 

c. Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 

d. Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use. 


2. Certain Residential Uses by Special Permit Only. 

In a Rural District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, issue a special permit for any of the 
residential uses permissible on special permit in Residence A Districts and Residence B Districts (in Section 
3-8-2) subject to the same provisions for authorizing each such use as therein set forth. 


3. Additional Uses by Special Permit Only. 

In a Rural District, the Board of Appeals may, subject to the general provisions for authorizing 
additional uses in Residence A Districts and Residence B Districts (in Section 3-8-3) issue a special permit 
for any of the following additional uses in this District: 

a. Any of the additional uses permissible by special permit in Residence A Districts and Residence B 
Districts. 
. Newcemetery. 
. Commercial kennel, animal or veterinary hospital. 
. Commercial ski grounds, picnic grounds, bathing beach, or recreation camp. 
. Airport, airpark or landing field (whether public, private, or accessory to a dwelling). 
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3-E Business District Uses. 
1. Permitted Uses. 
In a Business District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 

a. Any of the uses permitted as of right in General Residence Districts. 

b. Boarding or lodging house, convalescent or nursing home, tourist home. 

c. Any of the additional uses permissible on special permit in General Residence Districts (but without 
here requiring such special permit). 

d. Store for the sale of goods at retail. 

e. Showroom for building supplies (including plumbing, heating and ventilating equipment), with storage 
limited to floor samples only. 

f. Salesroom for boats, trailers, trucks, farm implements, or machinery, with no repair services. 

g. Salesroom for automobiles, with no repair services (except in a garage authorized by the Board of 
Appeals, as hereinafter provided). 

h. Wholesale office or showroom, with storage limited to floor samples only. 

J. Restaurant or similar place for the serving of food or beverages only to persons inside a completely 
enclosed building, subject to the condition that no mechanical or live entertainment is regularly 
furnished (except where authorized by the Board of Appeals, as hereinafter provided). 

k. Any of the following service establishments dealing directly with the consumer: barber or beauty shop, 
business or trade school, clothing rental establishment, collection station for laundry or dry cleaning, 
dancing or music school, dressmaking or millinery shop, frozen food locker, funeral home, hand or 
self-service laundry, household appliance repair shop, interior decorating studio, meeting hall for hire, 
medical or dental laboratory, photographic studio, shoe or hat repair shop, tailor shop, typewriter 
repair shop, coin operated or other self-service dry cleaning establishment. 

Shop of a builder, carpenter, cabinetmaker, caterer, electrician, painter, paperhanger, plumber, sign 

painter or upholsterer, with not more than five thousand (5,000) square feet of floor area per 

establishment used for work and storage. 

m. Printing or publishing establishment, with no more than five thousand (5,000) square feet of floor area 
per establishment used for production. 


n. Business or professional office or agency, bank or other financial institution. 
0. Automobile parking lot. 
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. Hotel or motel, but only if located in a Business District which has an overall length of at least one 


thousand (1,000) feet, measured along the street on which the hotel or motel has its principal access. 


. Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 


Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use, including such light manufacturing as is usual in 
connecting therewith, subject to the conditions that: (i) such manufacturing does not occupy an area 
exceeding fifty (50) per cent of the total floor area occupied by the main use, (ii) the major portion of 
any products manufactured are to be sold at retail on the premises, and (ii) not more than five (5) 
operators are regularly employed in such manufacturing. 


. Bakeries, wholesale or retail. 


2. Uses by Special Permit Only. 


In a Business District, the Board of Appeals may, ina specific case, issue a special permit for any of the 


following uses: 


a 


. Dwelling for occupancy by more than two families; provided that: (i) some portion of the Business 
District in which the lot is located is adjacent to a General Residence District, (i.e., the district is not 
surrounded entirely by other districts in which such use would not be allowed), (ii) such dwelling is 
connected, or to be connected, with the public sewer system, (iii) such dwelling is located on a lot 
having an area of at least 15,000 square feet plus an additional 2,500 square feet for each family in 
excess of two to be accommodated, (iv) there is provided, or to be provided, on the same premises 
off-street automobile parking spaces in the amount of one and one-half spaces for each family unit, 
and (v) a site plan of the premises is submitted and approved by the Board of Appeals. In accordance 
with the procedures and conditions hereinafter set forth for Site Plan Approval in Section 4. 

. Any other retail business or service establishment, provided that such use is similar to the uses 
specifically permitted in this District in general character and in effect on adjacent property and im- 
provement (but not including any use first specifically permitted herein in a less restricted district.) 

. Any of the following uses if located in a Business District which has an overall length of at least one 
thousand (1,000) feet, measured along the street on which the use has its principal access: (i) 
drive-in or stand for the dispensing of food, beverages or goods from inside a building to persons 
standing or seated outside, (ii) outdoor dining area accessory to a restaurant or hotel on the same 
premises, (iii) automobile repair garage or service station, (iv) theater, bowling alley, dance hall or 
other indoor amusement, or (v) the regular furnishing of entertainment at a restaurant or similar 
place; provided that such use will not produce noise, vibration, smoke, dust, odors, heat, glare or other 
effects observable at the lot lines in amounts objectionable or detrimental to the use of property in the 
immediate vicinity (whether or not in the same district.) 


3. Enclosure of Uses 


In a Business District, all uses permitted as of right or permissible on special permit, and all uses 


accessory thereto, shall be conducted within a completely enclosed building, except the following:

. Uses permitted as of right or permissible on special permit in a General Residence District. 

. The dispensing of food, beverages, or goods at a drive-in or stand, where authorized. 

. Accessory outdoor dining areas, where authorized. 

. The dispensing of fuels, lubricants or fluids at a garage or service station, where authorized. 

. Plants growing in the soil. 
Automobile parking lots. 

. Exterior signs, as hereinafter permitted. 

. Exterior lights, if so arranged as to reflect away from streets and from any adjacent premises located 
in Residential Districts. 
lf authorized by the Board of Appeals in a specific case, the open display or storage of goods, products, 
materials or equipment, where accessory to a permitted main use conducted in a completely en- 
closed building on the same premises, provided that: (i) the total ground area devoted to such open 
use does not exceed twenty-five (25) per cent of the ground area covered by said building: (ii) where 
the open use is readily visible from adjacent property in a Residential District, the Board shall impose 
such requirements for the screening of such open use as are, in its judgement, necessary to protect 
such property; and (iii) no open display or open storage of junk, scrap metal, rags, waste paper, and 
similar used materials shall be authorized. 
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3-F Limited Manufacturing Uses. 
1. Permitted Uses. 


a. 
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Ina Limited Manufacturing District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 
Any of the uses permitted as of right in Business Districts except dwellings, unless such dwellings are 
authorized by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided. 


_ Commercial greenhouse, kennel, animal or veterinary hospital. 
_ Automobile repair garage or service station. 


Establishment for the repair or storage of boats, trailers, trucks, farm implements, or machinery. 


. Shop of a builder, carpenter, cabinetmaker, caterer, electrician, painter, paperhanger, plumber, sign 


painter, or upholsterer. 
Printing or publishing establishment. 


. Storage in bulk of, or warehouse for lumber and other building supplies, contractors’ equipment, 


cotton or wool, livestock feed, fertilizer, food, furniture, hardware, metal, heating fuel with aboveground 
storage limited to twenty-five thousand (25,000) gallons, paint and paint supplies, paper, pipe, rubber, 
shop supplies, tobacco, tools, wood, or any products of manufacturing activities permitted by this 
paragraph (whether or not produced on the premises). 


. Research, experimental or testing laboratory. 


Plant for bottling of beverages or packging of food products, but not including meat and fish products 
unless authorized by the Board of Appeals subject to the provisions for authorizing other lawful uses 
in this District (in Section 3-F-2-a). 


. Plant for light metal fabrication or finishing, but not including heavy punch presses or drop hammers 


unless authorized by the Board of Appeals subject to the provisions for authorizing other lawful uses 
in District (in Section 3-F-2-a). 
Plant for manufacturing of electrical or electronic devices, appliances, apparatus or supplies. 

. Plant for manufacturing of medical, dental, or drafting instruments, optical goods, watches or other 
precision instruments. 


. Plant for manufacturing advertising displays, awnings or shades, bakery products, beverages (non- 


alcoholic), brushes, books, candy, clothing or other textile products, jewelry, ice, leather goods, tex- 
tiles, toys or wood products. 

Sign, as hereinafter permitted. 

Accessory use incidental to a permitted main use. 


2. Uses by Special Permit Only. 


In a Limited Manufacturing District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, issue a special 


permit for any of the following uses:

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Any other lawful business, service, storage or light manufacturing use, provided that: (i) such use is 
not dangerous to the vicinity through fire, explosion, emission of wastes or other causes, and (ii) such 
use is not likely to create more noise, vibration, dust, heat, smoke, fumes, odor or glare than the 
minimum amount normally resulting from any of the uses specifically listed hereinbefore, and (iii) such 
use will not have an adverse effect on the value of land and buildings in the neighborhood, or on the 
amenities thereof. 


. Dwelling, provided that such dwelling is accessory to a permitted main use (such as the dwelling of a 


caretaker, watchman, or operator of a business or manufacturing establishment on the same 
premises), and subject to the condition that such dwelling conforms to the regulations of this By-Law 
which would apply if it were located in a Business District. 


. Drive-in or stand. 
. Place of amusement or assembly. 
. Truck terminal or motor freight station. 


Power laundry, dry cleaning or dyeing works, carpet or rug cleaning plant. 


3. Enclosure of Uses.

In a Limited Manufacturing District, all uses permitted as of right or permissible on special permit, and 


Ses accessory thereto, shall be conducted within a completely enclosed building, with the same excep- 


tions as apply to enclosure of uses ina Business District. 
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Industrial District Uses. 


1. Permitted Uses. 
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In an Industrial District, the following uses are permitted as of right: 


Any of the uses permitted as of right or permissible on special permit in any Residential District (but 


without here requiring such special permit) except dwellings, unless such dwellings are authorized by 
the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided. 


. Any of the uses permitted as of right in a Limited Manufacturing District. 
. Coal elevator or gas storage tank. 

. Plant for bulk storage of petroleum or petroleum products. 

. Quarry, sand, or gravel pit. 


Plant for bulk processing of wood or lumber (such as a sawmill, planning mill, or wood preserving plant). 


. Plant for manufacturing of alcoholic beverages, heavy machinery (such as agricultural, construction, 


mining or railroad machinery), metal foundry products, or stone products (such as abrasives, 
monuments). 


2. Uses by Special Permit Only. 


In an Industrial District, the Board of Appeals may, in a specific case, issue a speciai permit for any of 


the following uses:

Any other lawful business, service, Storage or light manufacturing use, provided that: (i) such use is 
not dangerous to the vicinity through fire, explosion, emission of wastes or other Causes, and (ii) Such 
use is not likely to create more noise, vibration, dust, heat, smoke, fumes, odor or glare than the 
minimum amount normally resulting from any of the uses specifically listed hereinbefore. 

Dwelling, provided that such dwelling is accessory to a permitted main use (such as the dwelling of a 
caretaker, watchman, or operator of a business or manufacturing establishment on the same 
premises), and subject to the condition that such dwelling conforms to the regulations of this By-Law 
which would apply if it were located in a Business District 


. Quarry, sand or gravel pit, or other commercial operation for the extraction and/or processing of earth 


products (including the processing of materials imported from other premises); provided that: (i) the 
amount of noise, vibration, dust, or other disturbing effects observable at the lot lines is no greater 
than the minimum amount normally resulting from any of the uses specifically listed hereinbefore, 
(ii) the operation does not require the transportation of materials over particular public streets on 
which undue congestion or hazards will be created, or on which undue injury to the roadway surfaces 
will be sustained. In authorizing a special permit for such an operation, the Board of Appeals shall 
impose, and make a part of the permit, reasonable conditions especially designed to safeguard 
persons and property in the vicinity and the Town, which conditions may include any or all of those 
specified in this By-Law for Safeguarding the removal of earth products as a temporary use in other 
districts (in Section 8-D). 

Truck terminal or motor freight station. 


3-H Flood Plain District 
1. Purposes 


a. 


To provide that lands in the Town of Walpole, Subject to seasonal or periodic flooding as described 
hereinafter, shall not be used for residence or other Purposes in such a manner as to endanger the 
health, safety or welfare of the occupants thereof, or of the public generally. 

To protect, preserve, and maintain the water table and water recharge areas within the Town so as to 
preserve present and potential water supplies for the public health and safety of the Town. 


. TO assure the continuation on the natural flow pattern of the water courses within the Town, in order 


to provide adequate and safe floodwater storage capacity to protect persons and property against 
the hazards of flood inundation. 

To protect the Town from the detrimental use and development of land and waters within the Flood 
Plain District. 


2. Description of Areas Included in Flood Plain. 


a. 


b. 


The Flood Plain delineations are established by elevations of area subject to inundation by 100- 
year frequency floods, as delineated by the Federal Insurance Administration, U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

The locations, boundaries and zone designations of the Flood Plain District are shown on a map en- 
titled ‘‘Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM), Panel 250254 0001A and 0002A”” dated March 24, 1978 
which is hereby made a part of this by-law and which is on file in the office of the Town Clerk. Said 
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map, together with all explanatory data thereon shall be deemed to accompany, be and is hereby 

- made a part of the Zoning By-Law. The explanatory data contained in the ‘‘Flood Insurance Study, 
Town of Walpole, Massachusetts, Norfolk, County,’ dated September, 1977, as prepared by the 
Federal Insurance Administration of the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development, shall 
be used in the interpretation of the said map, and for such purpose said Flood Insurance Study is 
hereby incorporated in this Zoning By-Law. 

c. All that land along any named or unnamed water body or water course for a horizontal distance of 
fifty (50) feet from the permanent or seasonal banks thereof except as defined on the Flood Plain 
District Map. 

d. In any case where a portion of a lot is included in the flood plain, the restrictions of the flood plain 
by-law will apply only to that portion which lies within the flood plain and not to that portion outside 


of the flood plain. 


3. Use Regulations. 
4. Permitted Uses - The Flood Plain District shall be considered as overlying other zoning districts. The 


following uses shall be allowed within the Flood Plain District as a matter of right: 
i Conservation of water, plants and wildlife. 

ii Grazing, and farming, gardening, nurseries, including truck gardening and harvesting of crops. 

iii Dwellings and structures lawfully existing prior to the adoption of these provisions. 

iv Outdoor recreation, including play areas, nature study, boating and fishing, which is not harmful to 
the physical environment but excluding buildings and structures. 

v Signs as permitted in the residential district. Wildlife management areas. 

vi Foot paths, and/or horse paths. 

vii Temporary stands for the sale of produce grown on the premises as may be permitted by other 
sections of the Zoning By-Law. 

viii Improvement or repair of any structure, in existence at the time of the adoption of this section of the 
by-laws, which is less than 50% of the market value of the structure; said market value to be deter- 
mined by the Board of Assessors. 

b. Use by special permit from the Board of Appeals, subject to the requirements of Section 4. 

i Golf courses, manicipal, county or state parks (but not amusement parks). 

ii Bicycle paths and/or bridges. 

iii Forestry management, providing stumps are not removed and reforestation takes place, by the 
parties or individual responsible for forestry management. 

iv Wells or other structures necessary for proper functioning of the municipal or private water supplies. 

v Public utilities including sewer, water, gas and electrical systems. 

vi Improvement or repair of any structure, in existence at the time of the adoption of this section of the 
by-law, which is in excess of 50% of the market value of the structure; said market value to be 
determined by the Board of Assessors. 

vii In case of fire, natural catastrophe, or total rehabilitation to structures existing in the flood plain 
district prior to the adoption of these provisions, said structure may be rebuilt to the original size. 

viii Construction, and maintenance of dams and other water control devices. 

ix Roadways, driveways and walkways ancillary to uses otherwise permitted by this section. 

x Accessory uses to residential structures shall not be held to the standards of elevation or flood- 
proofing. 

xi Construction of new buildings, structures and related improvements to be used for industrial and 
manufacturing purposes. 

c. Excluded Uses. 

i In the Flood Plain District no new building(s) or structure(s) shall be erected or constructed except 

as may be permitted in Section C-2. 

ii No removal, filling, dredging, or altering any lake, pond, river, stream, brook, marsh, swamp, bog, 
meadow, or change in grade of any land within the Flood Plain District except as may be permitted 
in Section 3-H-3-b). 

i No septic tanks or leachfields shall be installed in the Flood Plain District. 

iv No storage of salt, petroleum or any other chemical product shall be allowed, except for normal 
operating quantities kept in a manufacturing or industrial facility for use in the manufacturing or 
industrial process carried on in such facility. 
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d. The Portion of any lot within the Flood Plain District may be used to meet the area and yard 
requirements for the district or districts in which the remainder of the lot is situated. 


4. Procedure for a special permit. 

a. Procedure for a special permit. 

a. Application to the Board of Appeals for a special permit shall be submitted in quintuplicate (5) and 
shall be accompanied by a plan of the premises in question as required by Section 4 (Site Plan Review), 
and shall show the following: 

i Boundaries and dimensions of the area. 

The location, dimensions and mean sea level of the lowest habitable floor, including basement, of 
existing and proposed buildings and structures thereon, and the elevation to which the structure has 
been floodproofed. 
All plans shall show two (2) foot contour intervals, and contours shall be delineated within two 
hundred (200) feet of the proposed construction. 
iv When neighboring communities are affected by altered or relocated watercourses, said com- 

munities and the Mass. Division of Water Resources shall be notified prior to the commencement 

of such activity. Submit copies of said notification to F.1.A. 

v All necessary permits required by Federal or State Law, including Section 404 of the Federal Water 

Pollution Control Act, Amendment of 1972, 33 U.S.C. 1334, have been or are in the process of being 

obtained. 

Any other information as is deemed necessary by the Board of Appeals to indicate the complete 

physical characteristics of the area and the proposed construction and/or grading thereof. 

b. Plans shall be prepared by a Registered Professional Engineer or Registered Land Surveyor and shall 
show and make adequate provisions for the following: 

i The protection, preservation and maintenance of the water table and water recharge areas. 

ii The preservation and maintenance of the natural river channel plus sufficient width of overbank 
areas for the passage of 100 year flood flows so as not to increase the water surface elevation more 
than one (1) foot at any point within the community. 

iii The retention of existing floodwater storage capacity. 

iv The design of proposed construction shall be in a manner which ensures anchoring to prevent 
flotation, collapse and/or movement of the structures. 

v The design of public utilities including sewer, water, gas and electrical systems shall be in a manner 
which will minimize or eliminate flood damage. 

vi Any new construction or extension of residential structures within Zone Al to A30, shall have the 
lowest floor, including basement, elevated to or above the 100 year flood level. 

vii Any new construction or extension of residential structures within an AO Zone shall have the lowest 
floor, including basement, elevated above the crown of the nearest street to or above the depth 
number specified on the Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM). 

viii Any new construction or extension of non-residential structures within Zones A1 to A30 shall have 
the lowest floor, including basement, elevated to or above the 100 year flood level, or, together with 
attendant utility or sanitary facilities, be designed so that below the 100 year flood level, the structure 
is watertight. 

ix Any new construction or extension of non-residential structures within an AO Zone shall have the 
lowest floor, including basement, elevated above the crown of the nearest street to or above the 
depth number specified on the FIRM, or, together with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be 
completely flood proofed to or above the level so that any space below is watertight. 

x Provide that where flood proofing is utilized for a particular structure in accordance with para- 
graphs D.2.h. or D.2.i. of this section, a registered professional engineer or architect shall certify 
that the flood proofing methods are adequate to withstand the flood depths, pressures, velocities 
impact and uplift forces and other factors associated with the 100 year flood level. 


Development within Zone A1 to A30 may be permitted if it is demonstrated that the cumulative effect 
of the proposed development, when combined with all other existing and anticipated development, 
will not increase the water surface elevation of the 100 year flood level more than one (1) foot at any 
point within the community. 

In unnumbered A Zones, in the absence of F.|.A. base flood elevation data, the applicant shall obtain 
and submit other available data from a Federal, State or other source, as criteria for requiring that

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any new construction or extension of residential structures, shall have the lowest floor, including 
basement, elevated to or above the 100 year flood level and any new construction or extension of 
non-residential structures shall have the lowest floor, including basement, elevated or flood proofed 
to or above the 100 year flood level. 

c. It shall be the responsibility of the applicant to provide all required data and submit proof that the 
proposed project is in conformance with Section 3-H-1 (Purposes) and any other applicable sections 
of this Zoning By-Law. 

d. Within ten (10) days after receipt of the application the Board of Appeals shall transmit copies there- 
of, together with copies of the accompanying plan, to the Board of Health, Planning Board, Engineering 
Department, and the Conservation Commission. Such agencies shall investigate the application and 
report in writing their recommendations to the Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals shall not take 
final action on such application until it has received a written report from the above agencies or until 
thirty-five (35) days have elapsed without receipt of said reports. 


5. Compliance With Other Statutes. 
Nothing contained in this section shall excuse compliance with the wetlands protection statutes, 
General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40 and 40A or any other laws of the Comm. of Massachusetts. 


6. Severability. 
If any provision of this section is held invalid, the other provisions of this section shall not be effected 
hereby. 


3-J Existing Operations for the Extraction or Processing of Earth Products 
1. A quarry, and or gravel pit, other operation for the extraction and/or processing of earth products (such 
as a Crushing or screening plant) in lawful use on the date of adoption of this by-law may continue unless 
and until abandoned; or if operating under a prior permit, until the expiration thereof. Discontinuance for 
more than twelve (12) consecutive months shall be deemed to constitute abandonment. However, unless 
specifically authorized by either a prior permit or by a new permit issued under this by-law: 
a. The depth of any excavation shall not be increased below the grade of the lowest excavated area on 
the effective date of this by-law; 
b. The total area of excavation within the parcel shall not be increased by more than fifty percent (50%) 
over its area on said effective date. 


3-K Non-Conforming and Temporary Uses 
1. Buildings and Uses Already in Existence. 

Any lawful building or structure, or use of a building, structure or land, existing at the time this By-Law 
or any amendment thereto takes effect may be continued although not conforming to the provisions thereof, 


but a nonconforming use which has been voluntarily abandoned for more than twenty-four consecutive 
months shall not be resumed. 


2. Change, Alteration or Extension of Non-Conforming Buildings and Uses. 

No non-conforming use of a building, structure or land shall be extended, or changed except to a use 
permitted in the district in which located, and no building or structure devoted to a non-conforming use 
(whether in whole or in part) shall be moved, enlarged, reconstructed, replaced, or substantially altered, 
unless authorized by the Board of Appeals: provided that: 

a. No change, extension, enlargement, reconstruction, replacement or alteration shall be made which, 
in the opinion of the Board will be, more detrimental or injurious to persons, property or improvements 
in the vicinity than the Original building, structure or use. 

b. No non-conforming use shall be changed to a use not permitted in any district in which the original 
use is permitted. 

c. No extension of a non-conforming use shall be made which increases the total of all floor area plus 
open ground area on the premises devoted to such uses by more than fifty (50) per cent over the total 
SO devoted at the time the uses first became non-conforming. 

d. No alteration shall be permitted unless the Board of Appeals determines by the grant of a special 
permit that such alteration is not substantially more detrimental to the neighborhood than the ex- 
isting non-conforming use except where alteration to a non-conforming single or two-family dwelling 


does not increase the non-conforming nature of the dwelling. 
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3. Repair and Restoration of Non-Conforming Buildings. 

A building or structure devoted to a non-conforming use (whether in whole or in part) and a building or 
structure non-conforming as to height, setback or open spaces, may, if damaged or destroyed by fire or 
other accidental cause, be repaired or reconstructed within the same portion of the lot and used as before, 
provided that such repair or reconstruction is substantially completed within two years of said damage or 
destruction; otherwise, such building shall be repaired, reconstructed and used only in conformity with the 
provisions of this By-Law. The Board of Appeals may, however, in a specific case authorize a special 


exception from the requirement of conformity, where, in the opinion of the Board, such limit or requirement 
will impose undue hardship. 


4. Temporary Uses. 


In any district, the Board of Appeals may authorize a temporary building, structure or use not in 
conformity with the provisions of this By-Law, provided that such use will not be detrimental or injurious to 
persons, property or improvements in the vicinity and the Town. Such authorization shall not be for more 
than one year at a time nor be extended over more than a total of three years (whether or not consecutive). 

Under the provision of this paragraph, the Board of Appeals may authorize as a temporary use the 
removal of sod, loam, sand, gravel or other earth products from the premises, where such removal is not 
permitted as an accessory use (by Section 3-B-1-1), nor permissible as a principal use (as in Industrial 
Districts); provided that the operation: (1) is not injurious or dangerous to the public health or safety or 
harmful to the amenities of the vicinity or the Town, (2) is not likely to create noise, dust, or other effects 
observable at the lot lines in amounts seriously objectionable or detrimental to the normal use of adjacent 
property, (3) does not require the transportation of materials over particular public streets on which undue 
congestion or hazards will be created, or on which undue injury to the roadway surface will be sustained, will 
not result in a change of topography or cover disadvantageous to the most appropriate use of the land and 
(5) will be terminated within a maximum of three (3) years. 

In authorizing the temporary removal of earth products, as provided above the Board of Appeals shall 
impose and make a part of the permit, reasonable conditions specifically designed to safeguard persons and 
property in the vicinity and the Town, which conditions may include, among others: (1) date of termination, if 
less than three (3) years, (2) method of removal, (3) type and location of accessory structures, (4) hours of 
operation, (5) routes for transporting the material through the town, (6) area and depth of excavation, (7) 
distance of excavation to street and lot lines, (8) steepness of slopes excavated, (9) reestablishment of 
ground levels and grades, (10) provisions for temporary and permanent drainage, (11) disposition of boulders 
and tree stumps, (12) replacement of loam over the area of removal and (13) planting of the area to suitable 
cover, including trees. 

In any district, the Board of Appeals may authorize a sign where not permitted as an accessory use 
(such as a directional, identification, or political sign); provided that: (1) such sign will not endanger the 
public safety, (2) such sign will of such size, location, and design as will not be detrimental to the 
neighborhood, and (3) where such sign pertains to an election or to a specific event, its removal will be 
insured immmediately after, the occurrence thereof. 

The Board of Appeals will require a bond or other security to the filed with the Town Clerk to enforce 
performance of the conditions imposed by the By-Law or under this section when, in the opinion of the 
Board, extenuating circumstances do not require such a measure to protect the abuttors and/or Town’s 
interests. 

(See amendment to Section 3 which was voted under Article 4 of this town meeting.) 


SECTION 4 DIMENTIONAL REQUIREMENTS 
4-A Lot and Frontage in Residential Districts. 

In all Residential Districts, no building except a one-story building of accessory use, shall be 
constructed on a lot having less than the ‘‘Required Lot Area,’’ or having less frontage on at least one street 
than the ‘‘Required Lot Frontage,”’ specified in the following table for the district in which said lot is located, 
and not more than one building constructed as a dwelling or so used, shall be located on each such lot: 


District Required Lot Area Required Lot Frontage 
Rural 40,000 sq. ft. 200 ft. 
Residence A 30,000 sq. ft. 150 ft. 
Residence B 20,000 sq. ft. 125 ft. 
General Residence 15,000 sq. ft. 100 ft. 
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4-B Determination of Lot Frontage and Area. 3 | 
For the purposes of this section, lot frontage shall be measured along the exterior street line from one 


side of the lot to the other, and also between said side lines along a line which marks the required building 
setback on such lot, and the longer of said distances shall be considered as the frontage of such lot. 
However, the shorter of such measurements shall not be less than eighty (80) percent of the required 
frontage. In determining lot area, no portion thereof within the exterior line of any street shall be included. 


4-C Dwelling in Business Districts. ) 
in a Business District, no building shall be constructed as a dwelling, or so used, on a lot having less 


area or frontage that the amount required for its construction in the abutting Residential District (or, where 
more than one such district abuts, in the particular district nearest to the building in question). 


A-D Lot Area and Frontage in Limited Manufacturing Districts. 

In a Limited Manufacturing District, no building except a one-story building of accessory use shall be 
constructed on a lot having an area of less than forty thousand (40,000) square feet, or having less than two 
hundred (200) feet of frontage on at least one street. 


4-E Exemptions for Recorded or Endorsed Lots. 

Any increase in the area, frontage, width, yard or depth requirements of this By-Law shall not apply to a 
lot for single and two-family residential use which at the time or recording or endorsement, whichever 
occurs sooner, was not held in common ownership with any adjoining land, conformed to then existing 
requirements and had less than the proposed requirement but at least five thousand square feet of area and 
fifty feet of frontage. The provisions of this paragraph shall not be construed to prohibit a lot being built upon 
if, at the time of the building, building upon such lot is not prohibited by this by-law. 


4-F Other Exceptions. 

A lot, tract or parcel laid out and recorded prior to the effective date of the applicable area and frontage 
requirements hereof, and not, on said effective date, adjoining other land of the same owner available for 
use in connection therewith, may be: 

1. Divided into two lots, where each lot resulting front such division has not less than eighty (80) per cent of 
the required lot area and frontage, or 

2. Divided into as many lots as practicable, each having the required lot area and frontage, plus one remain- 
ing lot having not less than eighty (80) per cent of the required area and frontage; 

and a dwelling for not more than one family (where otherwise lawful), or any other permitted building, may be 

constructed on each such lot. 


4-G Lot Coverage in All Districts. 

In all Districts, no building shall be constructed so as to cover, together with any other buildings on the 
lot, a larger portion of the lot area than the ‘‘Permitted Lot Coverage’’ specified in the following for the 
district in which said lot is located:

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s) the holder of the building permit will file an updated plot plan signed 
stered land surveyor showing that the foundation(s) has/have 
e. This Section is not intendend to include an addition to a 


privately owned signle-family residence, provided said addition conforms to all other existing building codes 
and zoning by-laws. The holder of said permit may proceed at his own risk. 
The updated plan shall contian the following notation signed by the engineer or surveyor:

4-K Determination of Setback. 

For the purposes of this Section, the required setback distance shall be measured from the nearest 
exterior line of the street in question; except that where the street has a right-of-way width of less than forty 
(40) feet, the setback distance shall be measured from a line on the lot twenty (20) feet from and parallel to 
the center line of said street. 


4-L Setback Exceptions. 

In all districts, except where subject to the provisions hereof on ‘‘Corner Clearance,’’ a building may be 
constructed as near to the line of any street as the average of the setbacks of the dwellings or other main 
buildings nearest thereto on either side. Where, in determining the average setback, the nearest main 
building on either side is more than three hundred (300) feet from the building in question, such side building 
shall not be counted, but instead the intervening space shall be considered as though occupied by a main 
building having the required setback (whether or not said is laid out as a separate lot). 


4-M Setback and Side Yards for Other Uses. 

In all districts, no open storage or display of goods, products, materials or equipment, no gasoline 
pump, vending machine or other commericial device, and no structure of any type over three (3) feet in 
height or ten (10) feet in length shall, except as hereinafter provided, be located nearer the line of any street 
or nearer the side lines of its lot than the minimum setback and side yard width, respectively, required for a 
building on the same portion of the same lot. However, such clear space may contain: (1) a lawful sign not 
over one square foot in area, (2) a mailbox, flagpole, or utility pole, (3) a retaining wall, and (4) a fence or an 
above-ground wall, provided that no such wall and no solid fence shall have a height of more than three (3) 
feet at any point between the street and the required minimum setback line or more than six (6) feet at any 
other point. For the purpose of this provision, a ‘‘solid fence”’ is defined as one which presents more than a 
25 per cent obstruction to visibility from any point on the street, sidewalk or abutting lot. 


4-N Side Yard Exceptions. 

On an existing lot specifically exempted from the frontage requirements hereof (by paragraph 7-F, the 
required side yard width for a main building may be reduced one foot for each ten (10) feet in a Rural or 
Residence A District and for each five (5) feet in a Residence B or General Residence District by which the 
frontage of said lot is less than the minimum specified for its district; provided, however, that the side yard 
distance shall not be so reduced to less than fifteen (15) feet in a Rural or Residence A District, or less than 
ten (10) feet in a Residence B District, or less than six (6) feet in a General Residence District, and provided 
further that if the width of said lot any point through the building exceeds the frontage thereof, said width 
(rather than frontage) shall be used in determining the amount of side yard reduction. 


4-O Reduction of Occupied Lots. 

No lot on which a building is located in any district shall be reduced or changed in size or shape so that 
the building or lot fails to comply with the lot area, frontage, coverage, setback, yard or other provisions of 
this By-Law applicable to the construction of said building on said lot. This prohibition shall not apply, 
however, when a portion of a lot is taken or conveyed for a public purpose. 


4-P Projections. 


Nothing herein shall prevent the Projection of caves, chimneys or cornices not exceeding eighteen (18) 


inches in width, or of uncovered steps, unroofed porches, window sills, or belt courses into any required 
yard or other open space. 
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4-Q Corner Clearance. 

In all Residential Districts, no building shall be constructed within the triangular area formed by the 
exterior lines of intersecting street and a line joining points on such lines twenty-five (25) feet distance from 
their point of intersection for, in the case of a rounded corner, the point of interesection of their tangents), 
and no structure, no tree, shrub or other planting, and no open display, storage or other open use shall be 
located within said triangular area in such a manner as to interfere with traffic visibility across the corner. 


4-R Buffer Zones 
For all uses in non-residential districts and commercial uses as defined in Section 4-B, there shall be 
established buffer zones where said districts are adjacent to or within any residential district. 

1. Buffer Zones shall be twenty (20) feet in width in addition to the minimum clearances established in 
Section 7-H. 

2. A buffer zone shall provide a fence, or a double row of trees, or both, to property screen view, except 
where Section 7-A is applicable. Evergreen trees shall not be less than five (5) feet high and not less than 
six (6) feet apart, and deciduous trees not less than eight (8) feet high and not over fifteen (1 5) feet apart 
the spacing of trees in one row centered on the spacing of trees in the other: and said trees shall be not 
less than sixty (60) per cent evergreen species. A natural growth of trees may be acceptable if it 
Satisfies the intent of this section. Fence, trees and planting shall be subject to Side Plan Approval. Any 
trees which die must be replaced; fences shall be maintained. 

3. The owner of property adjacent to or within residential districts shall cause the buffer zones to be provided 
and constructed at such time as his property is developed for any of the above uses. 

4. The requirements of this Section shall be applied to the above uses, if existing, only when additions or 
alterations are made. 


4-S Building Heights. 
In all districts, no building shall be constructed to exceed the ‘‘Maximum Height’’ specified on the 
following table for the district in which said building is located:

ing, Industrial required setback distance, or (b) the narrowest side yard exceeds the required 
side yard width, or (c) the rear yard exceeds the required rear yard depth; which- 
ever of the three additional distances is the smallest. 


4-T Height Determination and Exceptions. 

Maximum building height shall be measured as set forth in the Building Laws of the Town of Walpole. 
The limitations of height shall not apply to chimneys, ventilators, skylights, tanks, bulkheads, penthouses, 
flagstaffs, railings, vanes, soil pipes and other accessory features usually erected above the roof line, nor to 
domes, towers, spires, or other ornamental features of non-residential buildings. 


4-U Additional Limitations Near Side Lines in Residential Districts. 

In addition to the maximum height limitation hereof, no portion of any building located within twenty-five 
(25) feet of any point on the side line of an adjacent lot shall have a height above the grade of said point 
greater than its horizontal distance therefrom if in a Rural or Residence A District, or greater than its 
horizontal distance therefrom plus five (5) feet if in a Residence B District, or greater than its horizontal 
distance therefrom plus ten (10) feet if in a General Residence District; provided, however, that this 
limitation shall not apply if the building in question is more than two hundred (200) feet from the nearest 
exterior street line. 
(See amendment to Section 4 which was voted under Article 6 of this town meeting.) 
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SECTION 5 PARKING REGULATIONS 


5-A Required Spaces Ry 
in all districts there shall be provided and maintained off-street automobile parking spaces sufficient to 


meet the new or added needs resulting from construction, conversion, or increase by units or dimensions of 

buildings, structures, and use in at least the following minimum amounts, unless the Zoning Board of 

Appeals specifically finds that the requirements of the uses will be served by a lesser number of parking 

spaces, or a lesser number of trees as required in sub-section ‘‘7”’. 

1. For all dwellings, two parking spaces for each family accommodated on the premises. 

2. For all other places with sleeping accommodations, including convalescent or nursing homes, hospitals, 
and sanitoriums, hotels and motels—one parking space for each sleeping room for single or double 
occupancy; or, where not divided into such rooms (as in a dormitory or ward)-one space for each two (2) 
beds. 

3. For places of public assembly—including clubs, restaurants, theaters, bowling alleys and other amuse- 
ments, funeral homes, bus depots, passenger stations, but excluding public and parochial school facilities, 
churches, libraries, and museums--one (1) parking space for each four (4) seats; or where benches are 
used, one (1) space for each eight (8) lineal feet of bench. Where no fixed seats are used, each twenty 
(20) square feet of public floor area shall equal one (1) seat. 

4. For offices, stores, and other business establishments—including studios, personal service shops, banks 
and other financial offices, and all other commercial uses-one (1) parking space for each two hundred 
(200) square feet of gross floor area on the ground floor plus one additional space for each four hundred 
(400) square feet of gross floor area on all other floors. 

5. For manufacturing and industrial uses—including laundries, printing plants, bottling works, places of the 
building trades, and storage or distribution plants--one (1) parking space for each six hundred (600) 
square feet of gross floor area on all floors. 

6. For all other permitted or authorized uses, including nursery schools, farm-stands, commercial recreation 
grounds, drive-ins, open-lot display farm stands, and veterinary establishments-adequate parking spaces 
to accommodate, under all normal conditions, the care of occupants, employees, members, customers, 
clients and visitors to the premises. 

7. Provisions shall be made for at least one shade tree for each fifteen (15) parking spaces in a parking lot 
of one hundred (100) or more and planted in a landscaped area, with a minimum of one hundred (100) 
square feet per tree with a minimum width of eight (8) feet. Planting shall be done in accordance with 
proper landscaping practices. Trees which die or become diseased shall be replaced. Minimum trunk 
size shall be between two to four inches. 

8. Before an occupancy permit is issued by the Building Inspector, each required parking space shall be 
clearly indicated on the lot to comply with the approved site plan. 


5-B Mixed Uses. 

In the case of mixed uses, the requirements for the predominant use shall apply to the entire premises, 
except, that the requirement shall be calculated pro rata where: (1) a subordinate use occupying more than 
twenty-five (25) per cent of the gross floor area of the premises is in a category requiring a higher ratio of 
parking than the main use, or (2) the subordinate use includes a dwelling or other place with sleeping 
accommodations, or a place of public assembly. 


5-C Multiple Use of Off-Street Parking 

Parking spaces for one use shall not be considered as providing the required facilities for any other use, 
except that such use may be authorized by the Zoning Board of Appeals where it is clearly demonstrated 
that the need for parking occurs at different times. 


5-D Exceptions 
Notwithstanding the other provisions of this section, off-street parking spaces need not be provided for 
any retail business or service use within the area in Walpole Center bounded as follows: 
1. On the east, by a line 110 feet easterly of, and parallel to, the center line of Main Street; 
2. On the north by East Street; 


3. On the west, by a line 110 feet westerly of West Street and of Main Street north of its intersection with 
West Street; 


4. On the south, by Elm and Common Streets 
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5-E Location of Spaces 

Off-street parking spaces required hereunder shall be provided on the same premises with the parking 
generator in the case of a dwelling, or may be provided on any premises associated therewith in the case of 
other uses; provided, however, that the walking distance between the farthest point of the parking area anda 
pedestrian entrance to the building or use in question shall not exceed five hundred (500) feet. 


5-F Size and Dimensions 

A space of two hundred (200) square feet of appropriate dimensions for the parking of an automobile 
(exclusive of access drives or aisles) shall be considered as one (1) parking space, which may be either open 
or enclosed (as in a garage), except that a space of one hundred twenty-five (125) square feet may be 
considered for a compact care wherever appropriately marked and owner controlled. 


5-G Special Requirements in Residential Areas 

Off-street parking areas not in existence at the time of the adoption of Section 5, ‘‘Parking Regulations” 
which are located in a residential district (whether herein required or voluntarily provided) containing five (5) 
or more parking spaces shall be placed at least twenty (20) feet from all street and lot lines and shall, if 
visible at normal eye level from any point on an abutting lot (if the abutting lot is also in a residential district) 
within fifty (50) feet of the lot line, be screened from view by a fence or other sight-impervious barrier. 


SECTION 6 SIGN REGULATIONS 


6-A Definitions 
1. Accessory Sign - Any sign that advertises, identifies the person occupying the premises on which the sign is 


erected or maintained or the business transacted thereon, or advertises the property itself or any part 
thereof as for sale or rent but contains no other matter. 

2. Non-Accessory Sign - Any sign not an accessory sign. 

3. Outdoor Advertising Board - The Outdoor Advertising Board of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or any 
board or official which may hereafter succeed to its powers or functions. 

4. Person - An individual, corporation, society, association, partnership, trust, or other entity, public or private. 

5. Sign - Any privately owned permanent or temporary device, billboard, placard, painting, drawing, poster, 
letter, word, banner, pennant, insignia, trade flag, or representation used as, or which is in the nature of, 
an advertisement, announcement, or direction which is on a public way or on private property within 
public view of a public way, public park or reservation. 

6. Standing Sign - Any accessory that is not attached to a building. 


7. Sign, Area of 

a. The area of a sign shall be considered to include all lettering, wording, and accompanying designs and 
symbols, together with the background on which they are displayed, any frame around the sign, and 
any ‘‘cutouts”’ or extensions, but shall not include any supporting structure or bracing. 

b. The area of a sign consisting of individual letters or symbols attached to or painted on a surface, build- 
ing wall, or window shall be considered to be that of the smallest quadrangle or triangle which 
encompasses all of the letters and symbols. 

c. The area of a sign consisting of a three-dimensional object shall be considered to be the area of the 
largest vertical cross-section of that object. 

d. In computeing the area of signs, both sides of V-shaped signs, but only one side of back-to-back signs, 
shall be counted. 

8. Temporary Sign - Any sign, including its supporting structure, intended to be maintained for a continuous 


period of not more than sixty (60) days. 


6-B General Requirements 

1. Movement - No sign shall contain moving, flasing, or animated lights or visible moving or moveable parts, 
except such portions of a sign as consist solely of indicators of time and/or temporature except for 
excavating signs. 

2. \llumination - No sign shall be illuminated between the hours of 10:00 PM and 6:00 AM unless, in the case 
of an accessory sign, the premises on which it is located are open for business. Signs may be illuminated 


only by the following means: 
a. By a white, steady, stationary light of reasonable intensity shielded and directed solely at the sign; 
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b. By interior, non-exposed lights of reasonable intensity. 
3. Color - No sigh shall contain colored lights if such colors would constitute a driving hazard. 


6-C Window Signs 
Signs painted or placed on the inside of the glass of a window shall be permitted. 


6-D Temporary Signs 

Temporary signs which comply with this by-law shall be permitted. Before a temporary sign (other than 
a temporary sign placed in a window) shall be erected, there shall be deposited with the Building Inspector 
the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) in cash for each sign. The deposit shall be refunded only upon the removal of 
the sign by the owner or his agent. Temporary signs which do not comply with this by-law may be authorized 
by the Building Inspector for public or charitable purposes. 


6-E Accessory Signs in Residence Districts 
In an area in a residence district the following accessory signs are permitted: 

1. One sign displaying the street number and/or name of the occupant of the premises not exceeding four (4) 
square feet in area. Such sign may include identification of an accessory professional office or other 
accessory use permitted in a residence district. 

2. Signs pertaining to the lease, sale, or use of a lot or building, provided that such signs do not exceed a 
total area of ten (10) square feet. 

3. One bulletin or announcement board, identification sign, or entrance marker for each public entrance to 
the premises upon which a church, synagogue, or other institution is located, not exceeding ten (10) 
square feet in area, provided that there shall be no more than three such signs for each church, synagogue, 
or other institution. 


6-F Accessory Signs in Non-Residence Districts 
In an area in a non-residence district, signs permitted under 4-E and following accessory signs are 
permitted: 

1. One sign on each exterior wall of an establishment, if such wall faces a public way or contains a public 
entrance. Any such sign must be either flat against the wall or perpendicular to it. If attached flat against 
the wall, the sign shall not extend beyond the building lines, and the area of the sign may not exceed the 
lesser of: 

a. Ten percent (10%) of the wall area of such establishment. 

b. thirty (30) square feet or, if perpendicular to the building, the sign shall not project more than four (4) 
feet from the building nor exceed five (5) square feet in area. Such sign shall pertain only to name, 
slogan, motto, trademark, or nature of business in generic terms. Roof signs and V-shaped signs are 
not permitted. 

2. One directory sign of the establishments occupying a building at each public entrance to the building. 
Such directory shall not exceed an area determined on the basis of one (1) square foot for each 
establishment occupying the building. 

3. The Building Inspector may permit the erection of a standing sign for a term not to exceed three (3) years 
if the Building Inspector finds that the sign complies with Section 6-B and with the purposes of this 
by-law. If such permission is granted, the Building Inspector shall impose such terms and conditions as 
he shall deem necessary to promote the purposes of this by-law; provided, however, that no such sign 
shall exceed forty (40) square feet in area or shall be located within one hundred (100) feet of an existing 
dwelling or property boundary line or within ten (10) feet of the paved portion of the street which provides 
access for the property on which the sign is to be located. Each such permit may be renewable if the 
Building Inspector so determines. 


6-G Non-Conforming Accessory Signs 

Accessory signs legally erected before the adoption of this by-law which do not conform to the 
Provisions of this by-law conitnue to be maintained without a permit, provided, however, that no such sign 
shall be permitted if, after the adoption of this by-law, it is enlarged, reworded, redesigned, or altered in any 
substantial way, except to conform to the requirements of this by-law; and provided, further, that any such 
sign which has deteriorated to such an extent that the cost of restoration would exceed thirty-five percent 
(35%) of the replacement cost of the sign at the time of the restoration shall not be repaired or rebuilt or 
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altered except to conform to the requirements of this by-law. Any exemption provided in this section shall 

terminate with respect to any sign which: 

1. Shall have been abandoned: 

2. Advertised or calls attention to any products, business, or activities which are no longer sold or carried 
on whether generally or at the particular premises; or 

3. Shall not have been repaired or properly maintained within thirty (30) days after notice to that effect has 
been given by the Building Inspector. 


6-H Non-Accessory Signs 
1. The erection or maintenance of non-accessory signs is not permitted, except as provided in subsection 2 
of this section. 
2. Non-accessory signs not exceeding twelve (12) square feet in area may be built provided that 
a. the sole purpose of the sign is to inform the public of the location of a premise, the location of which 
could not be readily determined by the general public, 
b. the signs are located and designed so as not to pose a hazard to traffic and so as to conform with the 
asthetic nature of the general locus of the proposed sign. 
3. All non-accessory signs which were lawfully in existance prior to the date of adoption of this by-law are 
permitted provided, however, that no such sign shall be maintained if its use has been abandoned. 


6-J Prohibited Signs 

No sign shall be attached to a radio, television, or water tower, or any other type of tower or smoke 
stack. No mobile or moveable sign on wheels or other devices, including ‘‘A-frame’”’ or ‘‘Sandwich”’ signs, 
which permit relocation from one spot to another shall be permitted, except for temporary warning signs for 
the safety of the public. All signs not otherwise permitted by this section are hereby prohibited. 


6-K Administration and Enforcement 

The Building Inspector is authorized to order the repair or removal of any sign and its supporting 
- structure which in his judgement is dangerous or in disrepair or which is erected or maintained contrary to 
this by-law. Whenever a Building Inspector is appointed, the Board of Selectmen shall send his name and 
address to the Outdoor Advertising Board. Except as provided in Section 6-H and 6-F-3, no sign shall be 
erected, altered, or enlarged until a permit has been issued by the Building Inspector. Such permit shall be 
issued only if the sign complies or will comply with all applicable provisions of this by-law. 


SECTION 7 SITE PLAN REVIEW 


7-A Requirements for Site Plan 

In all districts no building shall be constructed or externally enlarged and no use shall be expanded in 
ground area or established in an existing building except in. conformity with a site plan bearing an 
endorsement of approval by the Zoning Board of Appeals. This provision shall not apply to single family, two 
family, or three family homes, including additions or enlargements, which are permitted in the district in 
which the property is located as a matter of right. Said plan shall show, among other things, all existing and 
proposed buildings; structures; parking spaces; driveway openings; driveways; service areas; and other 
open uses; all facilities for sewage, refuse, and other waste disposal and for surface water drainage; all 
landscape features (such as fences, walls, planting areas, and walks); and all existing natural features, 
including ponds, brooks and wetlands on the lot. 


7-B Procedure for Approval 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under this section shall submit four copies of said plan with 
application for approval thereof directly to the Zoning Board of Appeals. The Board shall, within ten (10) days 
after receipt thereof, transmit one copy of such plan to the Planning Board, one copy to the Conservation 
Commission, and one copy to the Engineering Department. Said agencies shall, in their discretion, 
investigate the case and report in writing their recommendations to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall not take final action on such plan until it has received reports 
thereon from said agencies or until said agencies have allowed thirty-five (35) days to elapse after receipt of 


such plan without submission of a report thereon. ' 
In excercising its jurisdiction under this section, the Board of Appeals shall conform to all requirements 
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of procedure applicable to a board of appeals when deciding requests for special permits under General 
Laws Chapter 40A, as amended, (including the requirements thereof for public notice and hearing). 


7-C General Conditions for Approval. | 
in considering a site plan under this Section the Board of Appeals shall assure, to a degree consistent 


with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes permitted or permissible by the regulations of the district 

in which located: 

1. Protection of adjoining premises against seriously detrimental uses on the site. 

2. Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian movement within the site, and in relation to adjacent 
streets, property or improvements. 

3. Adequacy of the methods of disposal for sewage, refuse and other wastes resulting from the uses on the 
site, and the methods of drainage for surface water from its parking spaces and driveways. 

4. Provision for the off-street loading and unloading of vehicles incidental to the normal operation of the 
establishment. 


7-D Accessory Uses 

Uses, whether or not on the same parcel as activities permitted as a matter of right, accessory to 
activities permitted as a matter of right, which activities are necessary in connection with scientific research 
or scientific development or related production, may be permitted upon the issuance of a special permit 
provided the Board of Appeals finds that the proposed accessory use does not substantially derogate from 
the public good. 


7-E Authority of Board 

The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify or amend its approval of a site plan on application of 
the person owning or leasing the premises, or upon its own motion in the event of changes in physical 
conditions sufficient to justify such action within the intent of this Section. All of the provisions of this Section 
applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applicable to such modification or amendment. 


SECTION.8 BOARD OF APPEALS 


8-A Appointment 

The Zoning Board of Appeals is and shall be the Zoning Board of Appeals appointed from time to time 
pursuant to Chapter 40-A of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Said Board is hereby 
designated to act as a permit granting authority and shall have all of the powers and duties of boards of 
appeals under Chapter 40-A of the General Laws, as amended, and in addition, all the powers and duties 
herein prescribed. 


8-B Special Permits 

Special Permits may be granted by the Zoning Board of Appeals, as provided in this by-law, only for 
uses which are in harmony with the purposes and intent of this by-law and which shall be subject to any 
general or specific rules prescribed herein and to any appropriate conditions, safeguard, and limitations on 
time and use. Where, in the opinion of said board, the special permit may be granted, it may impose 
appropriate conditions and safeguards in writing and make them a part of its authorization. Said board may 
require a bond or other security for compliance with the terms of its authorization. A special permit granted 
under this authority shall lapse within a two-year period or a shorter period, if so specified, including any time 
required to pursue or await the determination of an appeal pursuant to G.L. Chapter 40-A, Section 17; and if 
a substantial use thereof has not sooner commenced, except for good cause, or, in case of a permit for 
construction, if construction has not begun within the period except for good cause. 


8-C Variances 

The Board of Appeals may grant, upon appeal or upon petition, with respect to particular land or 
structures thereon, a variance (Including use variances) from the terms of this by-law where the Board of 
Appeals finds that, owing to circumstances relating to soil conditions, shape, or topography of such parcel 
or to such structure, and especially affecting generally such land or structure but not affecting generally the 
zoning district in which it is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of this by-law would involve 
substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the appellant or petitioner and that desirable relief may be 
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granted without substantial detriment to the public good and without nullifying or derogating from the intent 
or purpose of this by-law. The Zoning Board of Appeals may impose conditions, safeguards, and limitation, 
both of time and use, including the continued existence of any particular structures but excluding any 
condition, safeguard, or limitation based upon the continued ownership of the land or structure to which the 
variance pertains by the applicant, petitioners, or any owner. If the rights authorized by a variance are not 
exercised within one year of the date of the authorization, they shall lapse and may be re-established only 
after a new notice and hearing. 


8-D Appeals and Procedures : 

An Appeal to the Board of Appeals may be taken by any person aggrieved by reason of his inability to 
obtain a permit or enforcement action from the Building Inspector, by the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council, and by any person, including an officer or board of the town or of any abutting town, aggrieved by an 
order or decision of the Building Inspector in violation of any provision of this by-law. 

In case of every appeal made to the Zoning Board of Appeals, every petition for a variance, and every 
application for a special permit to said board under the provisions of this by-law, the board shall hold a public 
hearing thereon. Notice of the hearing shall be given by publication in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the town once in each two successive weeks, the first publication to be not less than fourteen (14) days 
before the day of the hearing, and by posting said notice in the Town Hall for a period of not less than 
fourteen (14) days before the day of the hearing. Notice shall be sent by mail, postage prepaid, to parties in 
interest, including the petitioner, abutters, owners of land directly opposite on any public or private street or 
way, owners of land within three hundred (300) feet of the property line, including owners of land in another 
municipality, all as they appear on the most recent applicable tax lists, the Planning Board and the Planning 
Board of every abutting municipality. The Assessors shall certify to the board the names and addresses of 
the parties in interest. 

In the case of an appeal from a decision of the Building Inspector or and of a variance, a petition shall 
be filed with the Town Clerk who shall forthwith transmit it to the Zoning Board of Appeals. The board shall 
hold a public hearing within sixty-five (65) days of the receipt of the petition from the Town Clerk and shall 
render a decision within seventy-five (75) days from the date of filing. Failure by the board to take final action 
upon a petition within the said seventy-five day period shall be deemed to be a grant of the appeal or the 
variance applied for. 

In the case of a special permit, an application shall be filed with the Town Clerk who shall forthwith 
transmit it to the Zoning Board of Appeals. The board shall hold a public hearing within sixty-five (65) days of 
the filing date and shall render a decision within ninety (90) days from the date of the public hearing. Failure 
to take final action upon an application within the said ninety-day period shall be deemed to be a grant of the 
permit supplied for. 


8-E Zoning Board of Appeals Decisions 
No appeal, application, or petition which has been unfavorably and finally acted upon by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals shall be acted favorably upon within two (2) years after the date of final unfavorable action, 
unless: 
1. all but one of the members of the Planning Board consent to a re-petition after notice is given to parties in 
interest of the time and place of the proceedings to consider consent; and 
2. the Board of Appeals finds changes in the conditions upon which the previous unfavorable action was 
based, described said changes in its record, and similarly consents. 


SECTION 9 ADMINISTRATION 


9-A Enforcement/Building Permit 

The Building Inspector shall execute the provisions of this by-law, except where otherwise provided, 
and in so doing, shall have the same powers as are provided for the execution of Chapter 40-A of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. He shall issue no building permit for the construction of any 
building or structure which would be in violation of any of the provisions of this by-law. Where a special 
permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals is required pursuant to the provisions of this by-law, or where an 
appeal or petition involving a variance is pending, the Building Inspector shall issue no building permit until 
so directed by said Board. 
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Any application for such a permit shall be accompanied by a plan, accurately drawn, showing the 
actual shape and dimensions of the lot to be built upon, the exact location and size of all buildings or 
structures already on the lot, the location of new buildings to be constructed, together with the lines within 
which all buildings and structures are to be erected, the existing and intended use of each building or 
structure, and such other information as may be necessary to provide for the execution and enforcement of 
this by-law. 

If the Building Inspector shall be informed or have reason to believe that any provisions of this by-law or 
any permit or decision thereunder has been, is being, or is about to be violated, he shall make or cause to be 
made an investigation of the facts, including the inspection of the premises where the violations may exist; 
and if he finds any violations, he shall give immediate notice in writing to the owner or his duly authorized 
agent and to the occupant of the premises. 

If, after such notice, such violation continues, with respect to any building, structure, or use contrary to 
the provisions of this by-law or a decision of the Zoning Board of Appeals, the Building Inspector shall 
forthwith revoke any permit issued in connection with the premises shall take such other action as is 
necessary to enforce the provisions of this by-law. 


Construction or operations under a building or special permit shall conform to any subsequent 
amendment of this by-law unless the use or construction authorized by the permit is commenced within a 
period of not more than six (6) months after the issuance of the permit, and in cases involving construction, 
unless such construction is continued through to completion as continuously and expeditiously as is 
reasonable. 


9-B Certificate of Occupancy 

It shall be unlawful to reduce the open spaces on any lot or to initially occupy or use, in whole or in part, 
for any purposes whatsoever, or change the use of any building or structure until a certificate of occupancy 
shall have been issued by the Building Inspector stating that the premises and building comply with all the 
provisions of the statutes and applicable by-laws of the Town of Walpole. Any use for which a certificate of 
occupancy has been issued shall not be changed until a new certificate of occupancy is issued covering 
such use. A certificate of occupancy shall be granted or denied within ten (10) days from the date of receipt 
of written application. 


9-C Other Regulations 

The provisions of this By-Law shall be construed as being additional to and not as annuling, limiting or 
lessening to any extent whatsoever the requirements of any other by-law, rule or regulation; provided that, 
unless specifically excepted, where this By-Law is more stringent it shall control. 


9-D Penalty 
Any person, firm, or corporation violating any section of this by-law shall be fined not more than one 


hundred dollars ($100.00) for each offense as provided in G.L., Chapter 40-A. Each day that such violation 
continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


9-E Validity 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not invalidate any other section or 
provision hereof. 


9-F Amendments 

These by-laws, including the zoning district map which is a part hereof, may be amended at a regular or 
special town meeting in accordance with Chapter 40-A of the General Laws. An amendment may be initiated 
by submitting a proposed change to the Board of Selectmen, by the Board of Selectmen, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, an individual owning land in the town to be affected by the amendment, registered voters of the 
town pursuant to G.L., Chapter 39, Section 10, the Planning Board, and the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council. Within fourteen (14) days of the proposed change the Board of Selectmen shall submit it to the 
Planning Board for review, a public hearing, anda report. Any petition for amendment shall be accompanied 
by the following: 


1. For petitions concerning the text of these regulations, five (5) copies of the existing and proposed text 
shall be submitted. 
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2. For petitions concerning the zoning district map, two (2) copies of a map drawn to a scale of not less than 
two hundred (200) feet to the inch, covering the area of the proposed change and all area in the town 
within five hundred (500) feet of the proposed change, and showing for such area the existing and 
proposed zoning district boundary lines, the existing property lines, and the names of the current property 
owners as indicated in the Walpole Assessor’s records. 

3. For all petitions a fee deposit of fifty ($50.00), any portion of which that is unused for necessary legal 
notices, stenographic reports, and other required expenses shall be returned to the petitioner. 

4. No proposed change in this by-law which has been unfavorably acted upon by the Town Meeting shall 
be considered by the Town Meeting within two (2) years after the date of such unfavorable action, unless 
adoption of the proposed change is recommended in the final report of the Planning Board to the Town 
Meeting. 


9-G Effective Date 

An amendment to this by-law shall take effect on the date on which such amendment was adopted by a 
favorable two-thirds vote of Town Meeting, subject to the publications requirements as provided in G.L., 
Chapter 40-A, Section 5, except such amendment shall apply to any change or substantial extension of such 
use, to a building or special permit issued after the first notice of said public hearing on said amendment.

ARTICLE 3 
ZONING BYLAWS 
VOTED: That the Town strike the present Section 1 as it appears in the Zoning By-Laws as renumbered 
and rearranged by Town Meeting Action under Article 5 of the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting Fall 
Session, October 1979, and insert the following: 


SECTION 1 GENERAL 
1-A Title and Authority 

This by-law shall be known and may be cited as the “Zoning By-Law”’ and is adopted by virtue of and 
pursuant to the provision of General Laws, Chapter 40-A, as amended by Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975 as 
amended. 


1-B Purposes 

The purposes of this by-law include, but are not limited to, the following: to lessen congestion in the 
streets: to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, flood panic, and other dangers, to provide adequate 
light and air; to prevent overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population; to encourage 
housing for persons of all income levels; to facilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, water 
supply, drainage, sewerage, schools, parks, open space, and other public requirements; to conserve the 
value of land and buildings, including the conservation of natural resources and the prevention of blight and 
pollution of the environment; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the town, including 
consideration of the recommendations of the plan, if any, adopted by the Planning Board and the 
comprehensive plan, if any, of the regional planning agency, and to preserve and increase amenities by the 
promulgation of regulations to fulfill these objectives under the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40-A. 

Regulations adopted pursuant to these purposes may include but are not limited to, restricting, 
prohibiting, permitting or regulating the use, construction, alteration, height, area and location of buildings 
and structures and the use of premises in the Town of Walpole. 


1-C Definitions 
In this by-law the following terms, unless a contrary meaning is required by the context or is specifically 
prescribed, shall have the following meanings: 
1. Abutting. Touching at some point or line. 
2. Accessory Use. A subordinate use of a building, structure, or land customarily incidental to and located on 
the same lot with the main building, structure, or use OF located on a lot adjacent to such lot, if in the 


same ownership. 
3. Building. Any structure having a roof for the shelter, housing, or enclosure of persons, animals, chattels, 


or property of any kind. 
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4. Constructed. ‘Built’, ‘“erected,”’ ‘‘reconstructed”’, ‘‘altered’’, “‘enlarged’’, ‘‘moved’’, and ‘‘placed”’. 

5. Dwelling. A building, or any part thereof, containing accomodations for permanent human occupancy, 
including one and two-family houses, apartments, and boarding or lodging houses, but not including 
transient accommodations such as in hotels or motels. 

6. Dwelling Unit. One or more rooms providing complete living facilities for one family, including equipment 
for cooking or provisions for the same, and including room or rooms for living, sleeping and eating. 

7. DZBL. District Zoning Boundary Line. 

8. Family. A single individual doing his own cooking and living upon the premises as a separate housekeep- 
ing unit; or a collective body of persons doing their own cooking and living together upon the premises 
as a separate housekeeping unit, all related within the second degree of kinship; or not more than three 
unrelated persons. 

9. Lot. A single parcel of land held in identical ownership throughout and defined by metes, bounds, or 
boundary lines in a recorded deed or on a recorded plan. 

10. Non-Conforming Use. A use lawfully existing at the time this by-law or any amendment thereto take effect 
which does not conform to the Use Regulations thereof, including an existing use permissible on 
special authorization of the Board of Appeals but which has not been so authorized. 

11. Premises. A lot, together with all buildings, structures, and uses thereon. 

12. Private Guest House. A detached building incidental to and located on the same lot with a dwelling for the 
occasional or temporary accommodation (for which no fee is charged) of friends, relatives, or visitors and 
which does not contain a kitchen or other permanently installed facilities for cooking. 

13. Recorded. Recorded or registered in the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, Land Court or a record 
title to a parcel of land disclosed by any or all pertinent public records. 

14. Shopping Malls. Any group of stores, shops, offices, or businesses which deal directly with the public 
which has been developed according to a common plan except any redevelopment project sponsored by 
a governmental agency. 

15. Street. A public way or a way which the clerk of the city or town certifies is maintained and used as a 
public way, or a way shown on a plan theretofore approved and endorsed in accordance with the 
subdivision control law, or a way in existence when the subdivision control law became effective in the 
city or town in which the land lies, having in the opinion of the Building Inspector or the Board of Appeals, 
sufficient, width, suitable grades and adequate construction to provide for the needs of vehicular traffic 
in relation to the proposed use of the land abutting thereon or served thereby, and for the installation of 
municipal services to serve such land and the buildings erected or to be erected thereon. 

16. Structure. A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to give support or shelter or for 
other purposes, including buildings, frameworks, tents, signs, fences, antennae, air supported 
enclosures, swimming pools, and the like, or any portions thereof. 


1-D Basic Requirements 

In accordance with General Laws, Chapter 40-A, and notwithstanding any provisions to the contrary, 
this by-law shall not prohibit, regulate or restrict the use of land or structures for religious purposes or for 
educational purposes on land owned or leased by the Commonwealth, or any of its agencies, subdivisons, or 
bodies politic, or by a religious sect or denomination or by a non-profit educational corporation.

Section 3.2 as permissible by special permit in said district and so authorized in accordance with the 
following notation:

3-E Removal of Earth Products or Filling of Land 
(Not including wetlands governed by General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40 and 40-A) 
1. Under the provisions of this paragraph, the Board of Appeals may authorize a special permit for, as a 
temporary use, the removal of sod, loam, sand, gravel, or other earth products from the premises, or 
filling of land, where such removal or filling is not permitted as an accessory use nor as a principal use in 
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in Section 3.2 of this by-law, provided that the operation: (a) is not injurious or dangerous to the public 
health or safety or harmful to the amenities of the vicinity or the Town; (b) doesnot require the transporta- 
tion of materials over particular public streets on which undue congestion or hazards will be created, or 
on which undue injury to the roadway surface will be sustained; (c) will not result in a change of 
topography or cover disadvantageous to the most appropriate use of the land; and (d) will be terminated 
within a maximum of three (3) years. 

In authorizing the temporary removal of earth products or filling of land, as provided above, the 
Board of Appeals shall impose and make a part of the permit appropriate conditions and safeguards 
including, among others: (a) date of termination, if less than three (3) years; (b) method of removal; (c) 
type and location of accessory structures (d) hours of operation; (e) routes for transporting the material 
through the town; (f) area and depth of excavation; (g) distance of excavation to street and lot lines; (h) steep- 
ness of slopes excavated; (j) re-establishment of gound levels and grades; (k) provisions for temporary and 
permanent drainage; (I) disposition of boulders and tree stumps; (m) replacement of loam over the area 
of removal; and (n) planting of the area to suitable cover, including trees and grass. 


. Existing Operations for the Extraction or Processing of Earth Products - 


A quarry, sand or gravel pit, or other operation for the extraction and/or processing of earth products 
(such as a crushing or screening plant) in lawful use on the date of adoption of this by-law may continue 
unless and until abandoned; or if operating under a prior permit, until the expiration thereof. Discon- 
tinuance for more than twelve (12) consecutive months shall be deemed to constitute abandonment. 
However, unless specifically authorized by either a prior permit or by a new permit issued under this by-law: 
(a) The depth of any excavation shall not be increased below the grade of the lowest excavated area on 
the effective date of this by-law; 
(b) the total area of excavation within the parcel shall not be increased by more than fifty percent (50%) 
over its area on said effective date. 


3-F Temporary Uses

In any district, the Board of Appeals may authorize by special permit a temporary building, structure, or 
use not in conformity with the provisions of this by-law, provided that such use will not be detrimental 
Or injurious to persons, property, or improvements in the vicinity and the Town. Such authorization shall 
not be for more than one year at a time nor be extended over more than a total of three years (whether or 
not consecutive).

Any lawful building or structure, or use of a building, structure, or land, existing at the time this by-law 
or any amendment thereto takes effect may be continued although not conforming to the provisions 
thereof.

No non-conforming use of a building, structure, or land shall be extended or changed except to a use 
permitted in the district in which located, and no building or structure devoted to a non-conforming use 
(whether in whole or in part) shall be moved, enlarged, reconstructed, replaced, or substantially 
altered unless authorized by the Zoning Board of Appeals provided that: 

a. No change, extension, enlargement, reconstruction, replacement, or alteration shall be made which, 
in the opinion of the Board, will be more detrimental or injurious to persons, property, or improvements 
in the vicinity than original building, structure, or use. 

b. No non-conforming use shall be changed to a use not permitted in any district in which the original 
use is permitted. 

c. No extension of a non-conforming use shall be made which increases the total of all floor area plus 
open ground area of the premises devoted to such uses by more than fifty percent (50%) over the 
total so devoted at the time the uses first became non-conforming, except that the expansion of land 
for anon-conforming agricultural, horticultural, or floricultural use shall be permitted. 
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d. No alteration shall be permitted unless the Board of Appeals determines by the grant of a special 
permit that such alteration is not substantially more detrimental to the neighborhood than the existing 
non-conforming use except where alteration to a non-conforming single or two-family dwelling does 
not increase the non-conforming nature of the dwelling. 

4. Repair and Restoration of Non-Conforming Buildings 

A building or structure devoted to a non-conforming use (whether in whole or in part) and a building or 
structure non-conforming as to the height, setback, or open spaces may, if damaged or destroyed by fire 
or other accidental cause, be repaired or reconstructed within the same portion of the lot and used as 
before, provided that such repair or reconstruction is substantially completed within two years of said 
damage or destruction; otherwise, such building shall be repaired, reconstructed, and used only in 
conformity with the provisions of this by-law.

SECTION 4 DIMENSIONAL REGULATIONS 

4-A Basic Requirements 

1. General 
No building, structure, or use in any district shall be built, located, enlarged, or permitted which does not 
conform to the dimensional regulations as set forth in Section 4.2 and 4.3 of this by-law. 

2. As Built Plot Plan 
Upon completion of foundation(s) the holder of the building permit will file an updated plot plan signed 
by a registered professional engineer or a registered land surveyor showing that the foundation(s) 
has/have been located as required. This section is not intended to include an addition to a privately 
owned single-family residence, provided said addition conforms to all other existing building codes and 
zoning by-laws. The holder of said permit may proceed at his own risk. 

The updated plot plan shall contain the following notation signed by the engineer or surveyor:

Explanatory Notes to Schedule of Dimensional Regulations 

a. No building shall be constructed as a dwelling or a building so used on a lot having less area or frontage 
than the amount required for its construction in the abutting Residential District (or, where more than one 
such district abuts, in the particular district to the building in question). 

b. Except that a detached accessory building having a setback of at least 150 feet may be constructed 
within 6 feet of the side lines of its lot. 

c. Except that a detached accessory building may be constructed within 10 feet of the rear line of its lot. 

d. Except that a detached accessory building having a setback of at least 100 feet may be constructed 
within 6 feet of the side lines of its lot. 

e. Unless the wall adjoining a side lot line be a firewall used either as a party wall or with its outer face 
coincident with said line. 

f. For adwelling, except that a dwelling in which all rooms open onto a street or onto a yard or exterior court 
at least 20 feet in depth may be constructed within 6 feet of the rear line of its lot; 6 feet for all other 
buildings. 

. Where it abuts a railroad right-of-way, none. 

. Where the rear yard abutts a residence district, 50 feet. . 

. To be used for no purpose other than walks, drives, landscaping, flag poles, lights, signs, and fences as 
permitted or required elsewhere in this by-law, except that in the Business district a minimum of 6 feet of 
the setback adjacent to the street right-of-way line shall be landscaped and planted with trees and shrubs 
and in the Limited Manufacturing and Industrial districts a minimum of 10 feet of the setback shall be 
similarly landscaped, providing in both instances no planting shall be so located as to restrict the 
visibility of vehicles leaving the districts by the exit driveways. . 

m. Plus one fool for each additional foot by which: (a) the setback exceeds the required setback distance, or 
(b) the narrowest side yard exceeds the required side yard width, or (c) the rear yard exceeds the required 
rear yard depth; whichever of the three additional distances is the smallest. 

n. Does not apply to one-story building of accessory use. 

p. Except that a hospital and comprehensive health care system may be determined by m (above).

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r. Includes accessory buildings or structures. 


4-C Special Conditions 
1. Height Determination and Exceptions 

The limitations of height shall not apply to chimneys, ventilators, skylights, tanks, bulkheads, penthouses, 
flagstaffs, railings, vanes, soil pipes, and other accessory features usually erected above the roof line; 
nor to domes, towers, spires, or other ornamental features of non-residential buildings. 

2. Additional Height Limitations Near Side Lines in Residential Districts 
In addition to the maximum height limitation hereof, no portion of any building located within twenty-five 
(25) feet of any point on the side line of an adjacent lot shall have a height above the grade of said point 
greater than its horizontal distance therefrom if in a Rural or Residence A district, or greater than its 
horizontal distance therefrom plus five (5) feet if in a Residence B district, or greater than its horizontal 
distance therefrom plus ten (10) feet if in a General Residence district; provided, however, that this 
limitation shall not apply if the building in question is more than two hundred (200) feet from the nearest 
exterior street line. 

3. Determination of Lot Frontage and Area 
For the purposes of this section, lot frontage shall be measured along the exterior street line from one 
side of the lot to the other, and also between said side lines along a line which marks the required building 
setback on such lot, and the longer of said distances shall be considered as the frontage of such lot. 
However, the shorter of such measurements shall not be less than eighty (80%) percent of the required 
frontage. In determining lot area, no portion thereof within the exterior line of any street shall be included. 

4. In all residential zones not more than one building constructed as a dwelling or so used shall be located 
on each lot. However, in GR Districts, the Board of Appeals may by special permit (SP! under 3-B-7) allow 
more than one building on a lot where eight (8) or more dwelling units are to be accomodated on said lot. 

5. Side Yard Exception at Corner Lots 
In the case of a lot which abuts the point of intersection of two streets and where the included angle is 
less than 45 degree, such intersection lines shall then be considered as ‘‘side lines’’ of the lot, from 
which the ‘‘required side yard width’ shall be measured. 

6. Determination of Setback 
For the purposes of this section, the required setback distance shall be measured from the nearest 
exterior line of the street in question; except that where the street has a right-of-way width of less than 
forty (40) feet, the setback distance shall be measured from a line on the lot twenty (20) feet from and 
parallel to the center line of said street. 

7. Setback Exceptions 
In all districts, except where subject to the provisions hereof on ‘‘Corner Clearance,”’ a building may be 
constructed as near to the line of any street as the average of the setbacks of the dwellings or other main 
buildings nearest thereto on either side. Where, in determining the average setback, the nearest main 
building on either side is more than three hundred (300) feet from the building in question, such side 
building shall not be counted, but instead the intervening space shall be considered as though occupied 
by a main building having the required setback (whether or not said space is laid out as a separate lot). 

8. Setback and Side Yards for Other Uses 
In all districts, no open storage or display of goods, products, materials, or equipment; no gasoline pump, 
vending machine, or other commercial device; and no structure of any type over three (3) feet in height 
or ten (10) feet in length shall, except as hereinafter provided, be located nearer the line of any street or 
nearer the side lines of its lot than the minimum setback and side yard width, respectively, required for a 
building on the same portion of the same lot. However, such clear space may contain: (a) a lawful sign 
not over one square foot in area; (b) a mailbox, flagpole, or utility pole; (c) a retaining wall; and (d) a fence 
or an above-ground wall, provided that no such wall and no solid fence shall have a height of more than 
three (3) feet at any point between the street and the required minimum setback line or more than six (6) 
feet at any other point. For the purpose of this provision, a ‘‘solid fence”’ is defined as one which presents 
more than a 25 percent (25%) obstruction to visibility from any point on the street, sidewalk, or abutting 
lot. 

9. Side Yard Exceptions 
On an existing lot specially exempted from the frontage requirements hereof (by paragraph 4.3.6), the 
required side yard width for a main building may be reduced one foot for each ten (10) feet in a Rural 
or Residence A district and for each five (5) feet in a Residence B or General Residence district by which 
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the frontage of said lot is less than the minimum specified for its district; provided, however, that the side 
yard distance shall not be so reduced to less than fifteen (15) feet in a Rural or Residence A district, or 
less than ten (10) feet in a Residence B district, or less than six (6) feet in a General Residence district, 
and provided further that if the width of said lot at any point through the building exceeds the frontage 
thereof, said width (rather than frontage) shall be used in determining the amount of side yard reduction. 


10. Reduction of Occupied Lots 
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No lot on which a building is located in any district shall be reduced or changed in size or shape so that 
the building or lot fails to comply with the lot area, frontage, coverage, setback, yard, or other provisions 
of this by-law applicable to the construction of said building on said lot. This prohibition shall not apply, 
however, when a portion of a lot is taken or conveyed for a public purpose. 


. Projections 


Nothing herein shall prevent the projection of eaves, chimneys, or cornices not exceeding eighteen (18) 
inches in width, or of uncovered steps, unroofed porches, window sills, or belt courses into any required 
yard or other open space. 


12. Corner Clearance 


In all residence districts, no building shall be constructed within the triangular area formed by the 
exterior lines of intersecting streets and a line joining points on such lines twenty-five (25) feet distant 
from their point of intersection (or, in the case of a rounded corner, the point of intersection of their 
tangents); and no structure, no tree, shrub, or other planting, and no open display, storage, or other open 
use shall be located within said triangular area in such manner as to interfere with traffic visibility across 
the corner. 


4-D Buffer Zones 


i 


Buffer zones for all non-residential uses permitted as a matter of right in a Business Zone be a minimum 
of 26 feet. Buffer zones for all other non-residential uses permitted as of right or by special permit shall 
be a minimum of 40 feet. The Buffer zones may be required to be in addition to the required setback, 
sideyard, or rear yard. 


. Except as may be specifically permitted by the Board of Appeals in its approval of a site plan, 


Buffer zone land shall not be disturbed during construction or thereafter unless planting or loaming is 
required; nor shall any natural growth of trees and shrubs which tend to properly screen the view be 
removed; nor shall the contours be changed unless to provide, through proper landscaping practice and 
design, a hill or elevation to properly screen the view and to make appropriate plantings upon any such 
hill or elevation. 

Buffer zone areas which contain some natural growth but insufficient to provide a proper screen shall be 
planted with trees. At least sixty percent (60%) of plantings shall be evergreen species; and at least fifty 
percent (50%) of the evergeen shall be hemlock, spruce, or their equivalent foliage. Evergreen trees 
shall be not less than five (5) feet tall and shall be planted not more than seven (7) feet apart. 


. Buffer zone areas which contain little or no natural growth shall provide two planted areas of trees 


parallel to the District Zoning Boundary Line (DZBL). The spaces between the trees in one area shall be 

centered upon a tree in the other area. 

a. The first planting area shall begin seven (7) feet from the DZBL. Trees spaced as aforementioned may 
be planted anywhere within said area. Plantings shall consist of sixty percent (60%) evergreen 

species, of which at least fifty percent (50%) shall be hemlock, spruce, or their equivalent. 

b. The second planting area shall begin sixteen (16) feet from the DZBL. Trees spaced as aforementioned 

may be planted anywhere within said area but must be spaced properly from any staggered planting in 

the first planting area. Planting shall consist of sixty percent (60%) evergreen species, of which at least 

fifty percent (50%) shall be hemlock, spruce, or their equivalent. 


. Plantings shall be made in accordance with proper landscaping practices and should take advantage of 


the contours and characteristics of the land. 


. Inthat area of the buffer zone where the planting of trees is not required, there shall be a proper ground 


coverage to prevent the blowing of dust, dirt, or refuse and to prevent soil erosion. 

Wood chips or their equivalent shall not be used as a substitute for proper plantings in the buffer 
zone area. Any trees, shrubs, or grasses which die or become diseased. Any tree or shrubs which die 
or become diseased and cannot be restored to their screening function shall be replaced. 


. Buffer Zones shall be provided with a screen fence for the purpose of stopping debris from non-residence 


uses from entering the residence districts and to further screen the view. Any debris accumulating in 
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the buffer zone shall be removed every thirty (30) days. The fence shall be approximately parallel to 
the DZBL, of good workmanship, and properly installed and self-supporting. it shall be properly 
maintained, and no signs shall be posted upon the site of the fence facing the residential district as 
outlined in Section 6-E of the Zoning By-Laws. 

8. Fences, trees, and plantings for all uses shall be subject to site plan approval under Section 7. 

9. In approving a site plan, the Board of Appeals may modify at the applicant's request, the requirements of 
this section (4-D) with respect to buffer zones, provided that such modifications are in keeping with the 
intent of this section and provide adequate screening for residential uses involved, prevent the blowing of 
dust, dirt, refuse, and prevent soil erosion. As a precondition to modifying the buffer zone requirements of 
this section, the Board of Appeals may require that it retain jurisdiction so as to view the site after the 
completion of construction to determine whether the modified buffer zone is, in fact, adequate. 


4-E Exemptions for Recorded or Endorsed Lots 

Any increase in the area, frontage, width, yard or depth requirements of this By-Law shall not apply to a 
lot for single and two-family residential use which at the time of recording or endorsement, whichever 
occurs sooner, was not held in common ownership with any adjoining land, conformed to then existing 
requirements and had less than the proposed requirement but at least five thousand square feet of area and 
fifty feet of frontage. The provisions of this paragraph shall not be construed to prohibit a lot being built upon 
if, at the time of the building, building upon such lot is not prohibited by the by-law.

PART TIME employees who work less than twenty hours a week will receive pay for the hours they actually 
worked and are not entitled to any benefits other than holiday pay where applicable. 
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TEMPORARY employees work for a continuous period not to exceed six months. After ninety (90) days 
employment they receive paid holidays provided they work the workday before and the workday after the 
holiday. They are entitled to no other benefits.
